THE CHAIRMAN: Good morning, 
ladies and gentlemen. I call disauedaeind soe the 
Commission of Inquiry into the Non-Medical Use of 
Drugs to order. 

Could you come closer down 
Ee the teront?)’ Dowyou mind doing that?) 1s4Ghink@it 
will facilitate our discussions. 

Thank you very much. 

I will just make a brief 
introduction this morning. I made a longer statement 
yesterday. I would just like to introduce the members 
of the Commission who are present and our staff, and 
to say a few words about our terms of reference. On 

Dean 
my far right’ is/Ian Campbell from Montreal; on my 
immediate right is Dr. Heinz Lehmann of Montreal; I 
am Gerald " Dain; on my left is Mr. James Moore, 
Executive Secretary of the Commission; on Mr. Moore's 
left is Mr. Peter Stein, Commissioner from Vancouver; 
and at the table is Dr. ahendese crane) Research 
Associate of the Commission and Mrs. Vivian Luscombe, 
my Secretary on the Commission. We regret very much 
that our colleague on the Commission, Professor 
Marie Andree Bertrand of Montreal, is unable to be at 
this Hearing because of illness. 

I think probably everyone 
here present is sufficiently familiar with the back- 


ground of our appointment, our terms of reference, 


but perhaps a brief reminder will be helpful. We were 
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appointed at the end of May last year as an independent 
Commission under the Inquiries Act by the Federal 
Government and upon the recommendation of the Minister 
of Health and Welfare and we are asked to inquire into 
three things, the effects of psychotropic drugs and 
individual 
substances, on the / with the current state of medical 
knowledge as to these effects; secondly, the extent and 
the patterns of use of these drugs. Thirdly, the 
motivation underlying such use and also what you might 
call the social context of such use, the related social, 
economic, educational, philosophical factors; what is 
the meaning of it for our time? And finally, on the 
basis of our findings, to make recommendations to the 
Federal Government as to what it can do,alone or with 
other levels of Government, Provincial, Municipal, 
to~= the terms of reference say "reduce the 
dimensions of the problem involved in such use." Now 
I should stress that we are looking at all of the 
psychotropic or mood modifying drugs and substances, 
not just one or two of them, and we have divided them 
into roughly eight categories, but certainly the most 
important ones, I think, that.we. are, looking,..at, are 
the hallucinogenics, cannabis, LSD, mescaline, as 
examples. We are looking at the amphetamines, the 
barbiturates and minor tranquilizers, volatile solvents, 
glue sniffing, and of course the opiate-narcotics of 
which heroin is an example and also alcohol. 
So that we have to look 
at this whole spectrum and we are,in effect, trying to 


determine what is a sound social policy with respect to 
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6 ta) 
this phenomenon, a sound social response and the law 
of course is one element of this response, one instrument 
ofbsocialncontrol, but only one in this whole picture . 
And we are looking at: obviously,education, information 
and treatment and other apsects of the social response. 
So it is a very comprehensive inquiry and I think we 
have said to ourselves at times there is almost nothing 
about the human condition to-day that is not relevant 
to this question. Now I would just like to say a word 
for the benefit of those who weren't here yesterday 
about our procedure at these Hearings. We have always 
a certain number of scheduled briefs as we have to-day 
but at the conclusion of a scheduled submission ~-we 
ask those making such a submission to be seated at 
the table here--there is an opportunity for questions 
or comments from the Commission and from everyone now 
present, and we have tried to have a true public forum 
Seleurringurries)/ and Liprisefér 
that reason we have followed a fairly informal procedur 
and it is not necessary to have a formal submission, 
and I hope you will all feel free-to-give us*the 
benefit of your views. We have placed microphones in 
the aisles here, if you would be good enough to use 
the microphone as we are recording here and it is 
diffivedlt wat itreantt bevheard tolearly. 

And so I will call now 
upon the first submission, the Hamilton Academy of 
Medicine, represented by Dr. Gordon Cameron, President 
of the Academy, and I understand that Dr. Cameron is 


accompanied by Dr. Anderson, Chairman of the Committee 
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on Drugs of the Academy. At least Dr. Anderson has 
participated, I gather, in the’ preparation of this 
submission. 

DR. CAMERON: Mr. Chairman, 
Members of the Commission, I am Dr. Cameron, the 
President of the Academy. The Academy as an institutio 
represents about 650 physicians. 

THE CHAIRMAN: Are you 
comfortable there? I don't want you to have to 
stretch like that to see us. 

DR? “CAMERONS “im HOt 
going to say” very much” and 1rt"s"just by way “or 
introducing Dr. Anderson. Certainly as an institution 
we have a concern about this problem,as citizens are 
concerned about the social aspect. Some of our members 
are more experiences than others and I am identifying 
Dr. Anderson as one having particular contact with 

he 
this problem, and/will present the brief. 

THE CHAIRMAN: Thank you. 
Dr. Anderson? 

DR. ANDERSON: Perhaps I 
Will begin by pointing out that TP °think this*brver 
is unique, in that it was not written by a Committee 
but was written virtually by the Membership of the 
Academy, who were all invited to participate Lneites 
composition of the report. They were invited to submit 
written remarks and they filled out a relatively 
athoar. tee ueseriuna le’ which recorded each physician's’ 


experience and opinions concerning the drug scene at 
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the moment. We had a very short period qf time indeed 
to prepare this and of the 650 members polled the 
report which we submitted contains the responses of 
the first 268 to be received.as of yesterday. 

THE CHAIRMAN: Excuse me. 
I wonder, Dr. Anderson, could you tell us what the 
Academy is exactly,and its relationship to the other 
bodies in the Profession? What exactly is it? 

DR. CAMERON: Perhaps I 
could comment on that, sir. The Academy of Medicine 
is a Professional Organization, a volunteer -organiza- 
tion of physicians practising in the Hamilton area. 
It has existed in one form or another since Hamilton 
began but its formal incorporation was in the early 
'30's. It has presently, voluntarily among its member- 
ship, about 98% of the physicians practising in the 
area. This number indicated of 650 includes some 
non-resident members who are practising in surrounding 
neighbourhoods as well. 

THE CHATRMAN: Is theré 
any other local medical association? 

DR. CAMERON: No, this is 
an all-encompassing association. 

THE CHAIRMAN: All- 
encompassing. Thank you. 

DR. ANDERSON: Theré are a 
number of, I think, particularly interesting things 
about the report. Point number one would be that 
when you look at a population such as the population 


of physicians that we are sampling, they have, I 
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Suppose,had roughly equal educational backgrounds, 
they have equal access to the published literature on 
the subject, they work in the same geographical region 
and they all have access to clinical material, and we 
found it interesting that they vary widely in their 
Opinions on the relative dangers of various drugs, 
their attitudes toward the drug user, their explanation 
of causitive mechanisms for problems, their types of 
the solutions to problems and their attitudes towards 
the legal management of the non-medical use of drugs. 
They, as well as physicians, of course, are also citizen 
and inthis particular area I think at as very 
difficult for professionals to sort out, the difference 
between their professional lives and the scientific 
laws they have and their own attitudes as citizens and 
parents. 

This report tried to show 
the wide range of attitudes and opinions that we 
found within the profession and without any hopes 
of trying to reconcile all the views expressed within 
the framework. It would have been, I think, probably 
immoral to warp the evidence as shown by the member- 
ship who were asked in good faith to submit their 
personal opinions in this and so we have tried to show 
the spectrum rather than to try to boil it together 
and come up with something that really did represent 
the opinions of any one. 

I will just go through a 
few of the areas that I think might be of interest. 


The first of these is the degree of involvement that 
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: 
the physicians in this community have with drug problems 
and of someone who lives in the area like myself, I 
was surprised at the volume of cases seen by physicians. 
On the basis of the data drawn from this sample which 
represents slightly Jess than Sr wee the physicians, 
three things are listed in the report. Physicians 
handling bad trips on the hallucinogenic drugs came to 
740 per year. This is the Hamilton area, Dundas, 
Ancaster, Burlington. And if you projected “that, if 
you just simply mathematically multiplied it by 2.2 
to give the supposed number handled by all physicians 
Heswould come out to 1,630... I think there is a very 
Pood possibility that that figure would be too high 
and that those physicians who in fact are dealing with 
drug users would respond early in the questionnaire, 
Sine I think we could be relatively safe that this figure 
of 740 would be a minimum number of cases. Amphetamine 
abusers, 228 per year seen by physicians and this would 
be almost certainly a very small percentage as I say, 
and Hepatitis secondary to intervenous injection of 
drugs, 60 per year as reported by this group. 

The second area on Page 3 
of the report that the respondents were asked to rate 
eight substances with respect to their effects on 
health, and a grade was provided for them using a 7 point 
Scale ion which tie score: of one represents it extremely 
dangerous and a score of seven, harmless. And the 
report shows in tabular form the responses. Now, I 
will read out the list of substances and the mean 


score, again remembering that one is extremely dangerous 
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and seven is harmless. 


And I will read from the 


harmless end towards the --- that is I will read from 
the dangerous end to the harmless end, Heroin received 
che score of 1.3. Next on the list LSD! at 1.6; 
amphetamines 2.0; the volatile solvents, 2.1; 
barbiturates, which is mispelled in the report, 3.1; 


cigarettes, 3.3; alcohol. 3.7; and marijuana 4.0. 
We did statistical tests 


on this and derivations of figures on this gives the 
range of responses of the individuals that made up 
the sample that produced the mean score, so the 
deviation---the higher the number is, the more 
heterogeneous the feelings were of the people 
studied. and it is of some interest that the least 
variation in opinion was in the area of heroin, 
0.7; and the most variation was at the other end 
Of the scale for marijuana at.1.7., 

So the least dangerous of 


the drugs shown on the Table in their opinion was 


Marijuana and that includes cigarettes and alcohol. 


And you will note the most variability in expanses 

was at the end of the scale also. Among the questions 
that were asked was "which of the following do you 
think constitutes the greates risk to the future of 
the person who uses marijuana?" And three responses 
were possible; health effects. the effects of breaking 
the law--that is the legal implication, or both about 
the same. And only 25% stated that they thought that 


health effects were the major hazard of marijuana. 
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44% said the major hazard was the legal effects upon 
the individual, 32% said both about the same. So that 
76% of the respondents thought that breaking the law 
was the most serious hazard or ranked as serious as 
the effects of marijuana on the person. 

Here again,the difference 
is in the almost strict personality that we are sure of 
in this area;when asked if the purchase of marijuana 
should become legal, 73% said no. -Of the 27% that 
answered yes, there were ace stipulations; 5% said 
there should be no age souk tees 8% said over the 
agemoPals;, yandilblt tsaid toveriithe rage. tof 21 5 

Here again there is no 
consensus to the Reverb dandine range of responses. 

Two different physicians made the following two 
statements: "Please transmit a very definite plea that 
marijuana and other drugs not be legalized in any way 
and laws enforced strongly." Another physician said: 
"Marijuana and hashish have been used in the Middle 
and Far East for many, many years with no more ill 
effects that alcohol - why not legalize it?" Among 
those deciding against the legalization of aeaeaene 
however, the majority opinion was towards modification 
of law enforcement as presently applied against drug 
users. This was expressed in such statements as 
"Legislation will do nothing to improve the situation"; 
and "Take drugs abuse out of the area of law enforce- 
ment and place it in the context of Public Health." 


Another area which we wish 


to draw to your attention from ourselves concerned the 
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medical and non-medical use of drugs and how the two 
blend together, and the health related professions’ 
need| to re-examine: their: contributions: to. the, drug 
Oriented society of which youthful drug abuse forms but 
a small part. The wide spread use by adults of 
tranquillizers, sleeping tablets and amphetamines all 
provided on prescription has formed a model which 

has been copied by our young people. 

Strong opinions were expressed 
by respondents that "the abuse of amphetamines and 
barbiturates by middle-aged housewives is a more 
important problem than the drug habits of their 
teenage children" and "We should abolish the sale 
and manufacture of amphetamines completely." 

We recognize youthful drug 
abuse as a symptom of underlying problems in the 
person and in society and realize that therapy aimed 
at therdrug itself will fail. However, it is common 
to place disturbed adults on long term drug therapy 
aimed at symptomatic relief and ignore the causative 
factors. The Society in this profession recommend to 
young people that they change their life style as 
alternatives to drug abuse. We should consider the 
same possibility in assisting adult patients: to cope 
with their anxieties and difficulties. In the words 
of one physician "Adults should realize themselves 
that drugs can't solve their mental problems. They 
will have to give the example to their children." 

In the prevention and 


treatment, the overwhelming recommendation for 
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measures to assist in the prevention of drug abuse was 
for improved educational programmes aimed at young 
people, their parents, and a very important thing, 
aimed at themselves - at the physicians. 

One physician stated that 
the most needed factor in the prevention of drug 
problems is good parents. Another referred to our 
lack of alternatives to drugs as a method of coping 
with widespread social illness and unrest. Another 
stated that "drug abuse is merely a symptom of the 
present state of our society yet many doctors believe 
you can cure it without treating the underlying disease. 
If you have an acute appendix, you treat the appendix 
not the blood count." 

One respondent states: 
"What little I see has indicated a 'sick' family, not 
a Sick teenager. .I suggest we need more family 
treatment centres." 

Only five physicians 
identified stricter law enforcement and more severe 
punishment for offenders as the major methods to 
solve drug problems. 

Respondents - and I think 
that this has some interest apart from any value that 
this report might have in the deliberations of this 
Commission, the visit of the Commission 
and the preparation of the report and the questioning 
of local physicians has stimulated a number of reviews 


to begin within the community, an assessment of how 
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purely,in general,we are handling things an assessmen 
of the kind of facilities we have that could be used 
in this area that haven't been, the lack of communi- 
cation between some who are interested in this area 
and others who are not. In this area,particularly, 
we have been. looking over the past particularly as 
to how facilities’ can be mobilized in this area. 
response 

The overwhelming/showed a 
need for a centre with skilled staff entirely devoted 
to the treatment and rehabilitation of young people 
with drug problems. A number of respondents reported 
that drug users shun existing facilities because 
they fear being reported to the police and because 
they anticipate unsympathetic treatment. 

The report shows, five areas 
where the medical profession and other senseunea 

of 

people may be useful in treatment/ people with 
problems with drugs. Briefly, one area is people 
with acute problems such as bad trips and overdoses; 
secondly: those with medical complications such as 
hepatitis following contamination from needles; thirdly, 
hospital detoxification of people who are chronic 
users, especially of this particular type who are 
chronic amphetamine users; fourthly, the problem of 
dealing with a young person whose major problem is that 
he has been arrested in the general category of drug 
abuse. And the report points out that while many 
thousands of people are using the legal drugs privatel 


and cautiously with no apparent harmful effects, a 


very small percentage of this population becomes 
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identified as overt drug users and come to our 
attention because of breakdowns in living, medical 
complications, severe drug reactions and,most 
particularly,arrest. It is this segment of the drug 
Subculture that is being prosecuted by our society. 
Dieucse of these drugs: is; tllegal, there are so many 
more times the number of those arrested who are using 
it, who are doing it innocuously. The healthy 
lawbreakers are spared, but the ill are punished by 
our society. All such drug users reaching our courts 
should receive careful presentence evaluation so the 
offender can be recognized and sentencing then done 
from the standpoint of rehabilitation rather than 
punishment. Evaluation could best be done hy a 
specialized team, pre-trial and is probably one of 
the minor things our society is doing right now. 

At this point 11s) the 
problem of assisting young people using drugs once 
they have been identified and finding a way for them 
to develop a future for themselves in this 
(portion inaudible) of rehabilitation services. 
Although we may use many high-powered phrases about 
rehabilitation and talk about the many instances we 
have had, while 
it Gs difficult to £ind an gwinskilled ob for a young 
drug, of fender who has perhaps long hair, we'll see 


how unready our communities are to assist in this 


problem. 


The next general area is the 


education of physicians, and we find it particularly 
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significant that this population of physicians over- 
whelmingly asked for assistance in learning about the 
medical management of this and learning how they 
might be of assistance in treating it, and they have 
provided very elaborate requests for the kinds of 
information they want and the methods that they want 
to have it presented. I might perhaps just close by 
reading the six summary recommendations arising from 
much larger data. 

Number one, courses should 
be organized at once for the continuingeducation of 
physicians in the area of drug problems and medical 
schools should ensure it is included in the under- 
graduate curriculum. 

Two, physicians should give 
careful consideration to the implication of the long- 
term use of prescription drugs such as tranquillizers, 
Sleeping tablets, and amphetamines. 

Three, we must listen 
seriously to the voice of alienated young people and 
examine the quality of our lives as individuals, families, 
and communities. Rather than deny or ignore the 
problems we find we must begin at once to put our 
houses in order. 

Four, communities should 
evaluate the facilities available for the treatment 
and rehabilation of the young people with drug problems. 
Where feasible, a central facility should be establishe 
to deal with all aspects of the problem, to coordinate 


the various community services and to conduct research 
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treatment programmes. 

Five, drug offenders 
reaching the courts should be evaluated individually 
and placed into a programme whose goal is rehabilation 
rather than punishment. 

Six, education programmes 
Sasagnea for young people and their parents should be 
"people-orientated" rather than "drug-orientated". 
Rather than emphasizing the danger of drug use, the 
problems of living and how they are coped with should 
be the theme. People of all ages should be made 
aware of the crutches, escapes, and mood modifiers 
that we all usesconsciously or not. Changes in 
attitudesrather than the acquisition of factual, 
pharmacological knowledge should be the aim of such: 
programmes. 

That's the end of our 
submission, Mr. Chairman. 

‘THE CHAIRMAN: Thank you 
very much, Dr. Cameron, and Dr. Anderson. 

Dr. Anderson, I think we 
would be very interested to hear in greater detail 
what you think is the best organization of treatment 
facilities for the various objectives or needs that 
you outline here, and this is a problem that we are 
trying to get our mind around. We have heard various 
recommendations, and I might say among the things we 
have heard for example, is that the general Avepi cate 


as presently constituted don't seem able to cope, 
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either because of their facilities or possibly because 
of training personnel, don't seem able to cope with 
some of the emergency problems of Speed, the use of 
Speed for example. And we have heard about the 
inadequacy of psychiatrists, the lack of adequate 
psychiatric services which are readily available, in the 
general hospital facility. And great emphasis has been 
placed on the skill of young people in talking them 
down and handling Speed, Speed freak experiences. 

And then we have heard it said that we shouldn't be 
dissipating our resources in a lot of specialized 
centres, but that we should organize all our community 
services, social services, Daeg services in 
this field in a centre which is capable of dealing 

in a comprehensive way with drug dependency problems 
of all kinds: We are frank to say that we are trying 
to, think our way, Ehrough -Lhis, problem, it is one of 
the most important questions and we have had all these 
impressions, and we are trying to see what kind of === 
what is the most effective system of treatment that we 
can eraenace and apply our resources as efficiently as 


possible. 
Can you help ae On that: 
.\ DR. ANDERSON: Certainly I 
don't think anyone has the answer to the problem, 
because it isn't one problem, there are a whole 
complex of things involved. When you look at how a 
community deals even medically in the broader sense 


with the young people in difficulties with drugs, there 


are two areas; one is the area of facilities, 
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in other words, intravenous set-ups, beds and so on, 
the hardware and the technical help, but even more 
importantly the attitudes of the people who deal with 
the young people, so that within a community almost 
certainly all communities have the technical gadgetry 
to help anyone with a medical problem arising from the 
use of drugs. Very few communities have the personnel 
who will apply it with the same kind of compassion 
and attitudes that they would for people in other 
kinds of difficulties. ‘So I°think’ 10 Is a *toughthing 
for us to realize a very strong bias and the very 
rather warped attitudinal approaches that we have 
ourselves in dealing with these people, and so they 
are widely alienated almost from the moment they 
enter the doors of our institutions in the approach 
Of the people who see them first, in the feelings 
that are projected to them of the person. 

Secondly, I suppose that 
we talk about the drug problem as though someone who 
has been blowing a little grass for the weekend and 
someone who is hung up on Speed are all in the same 
category, as though there aren't as many problems 
as there are people in the drug area as there are in 
any other area, and so some kid who has a bad trip 
and is scared out of his wits and comes into the 
emergency then and wakes up and finds himself committe 
to a psychiatric hospital as some sort of a wierd, 
sick, psychiatrical person is an atrocity ‘story “that 
is heard in the drug subculture very soon, and you are 


scared to go in even for minimal medical help for fear 
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1 you are going to be categorized ae) coneGhans much worse 
a than you are and that you may no longer have control 
3 of what happens to you next. So when we plan treatment 
4 we shouldn't be grandiose and try to design the whole 
5 life of the person. Our first step should really 
6 be to deal with the problem as we see fit. If 
7 he has hepatitis,we should treat him efficiently and 
8 compassionately for the disease that brought him in 
9 and contract for further things later on. 
10 MR. CAMPBELL: Dr. Anderson, 


the concern that has frequently been expressed by 
drug users, that if they visit a hospital or when you 
visit a physician they are very apt to be reported to 
the police as drug users. Has your Academy taken any 
clear position on this matter of, I suppose,it"s 
medical ethics? 

DR. CAMERON: Well, as an 
institution this has not been discussed, and there has 
been no clear indication of the general feeling of 
the Members. I would think it is unlikely tnaetiene 
average physician accepts a legal compulsion to report 
such knowledge to the police except in extreme cases. 

MR. CAMPBELL: What about th 
hospitals? Have you any idea of the hospitals? 

DR. CAMERON: I can't speak 
officially, but again I don't believe there Hs4g £ig@rd 
mechanism in this direction. There are certain settled 
pressures that we have become aware of inv that in 
order to acquire medical information as to the medical 


nature of unknown drugs being taken, the climate has 
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ehanged = soy that this™inrormation, L gather.’ is-only 
available through legal channels which paradoxically 
has made the medical care of some unfortunate people 
more difficult. 

DR. LEHMANN: Well, Dr. 
Cameron, I can't quite see the connection. If an 
analysis of a sample, street sample which produced 
the toxic reaction, is required, let's suppose it would 
be, do you mean that the police would not accept to 
make an analysis and furnish the results unless they 
were also given the name of the person who brought 
it in, because that seems to be quite unrelated? 

DR. CAMERON: This is my 
impression and I would ask Dr. Anderson --- I would 
pass that to him because he would have more factual 
ee eee afta 

DR. LEHMANN: Also in 
connection with what you just said, you said that 
few physicians would accept legal compulsion. Well, 
if this is so, did you imply that some physicians then 
might reserve their liberty for themselves regardless 
of what the law says or anything else says, to report 
to the police if they feel this should be done, or 
would they feel themselves constrained by medical 
ethics? 

DR. CAMERON: I would stress 
that this is tending to go into a area of speculation 
therefore I can't claim authoritive information that 
I present. I would say that there are some clear 


indications for a physician to take --- to respond to 
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a legal obligation with regard to areas introduced 

in the treatment of these patients. I would say 

that on the other extreme, the general feeling of the 
physician is that the interests of the patient is his 
prime consideration and that there is a grey area in 
between which rests often with the judgment of the 
physician and the amount of responsibility he is 
willing to take in the matter, I can't define it 

more clearly than that. 

DR. LEHMANN: I see this. 

And if we as Commissioners are constantly labouring 
this point it is for the following reason; generally 
and practically without exception in every city we 
have been to, the claim from the kids in the community 
is that they are afraid to go to hospitals for a 
variety of reasons; one you just pointed out, Dr. 
Anderson, namely the sometimes subtle or not so subtle 
hostility projected towards them. And obviously as 
you pointed out. this should be changed. But that 
isn't so easy. It means changing personal attitudes 
in people, and doctors might work at it and hospital 
personnel. The other objection is that there is 
always fear. That is without exception brought out 
that if we go to a hospital, we will be reported to the 
pokices «<Gouthene lic a ivieny explicit reason given why 
they fear hospital treatment and why they often suffer 
perhaps considerable danger. Sometimes we have been 
told they would rather die than to the hospital. 

Now this seems to be an area where some clear cut, 


black and white attitudes 
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1 can very quickly be produced practically overnight, and 
2 I am just wondering why this has not been done, because 
3 well, physicians could, in theory, be told "Well, you 
4 ought to act this way, not this way". But mostly the 
5 answer is "Well, we don't quite know what the legal 
6 position is and we don't quite know what doctors might 
7 do, and yet we want of course to do the best for the 
8 patient." But somehow unis grey area is being shied 
9 away from and yet seems to be so easy to clear up. 
10 I am just wondering what the reasons are. 
11 DR. ANDERSON: So you 
12 suggest that it is as clear as this, that a firm 
13 position one way or another should be taken rather 
14 than what is happening now where individual physicians 
15 sort.of fly bythe seat of their» pants)| andlin their 
16 attitude tqward the problem and society and the 
17 person is that they act that way. I think, 
18 again,it would be speculation as to how one would 
19 actually move into legislation to say either, "You 
20 must report all,or "you must not report any,’ because 
21 we ourselves are so divided, as this ee shows in 
22 our opinions. And it would definitely be very difficul 
23 DR. LEHMANN: But legislatio 


doesn't come into it, it is medical ethics. 

DR. CAMERON: Excuse me, am 
I not right in starting from the basis that any 
citizen being aware of a criminal act in this area has 
some obligation to report it to the police? I think 
we are speaking black and white. Certainly the general 


opinion of the physicians is,the general position is 
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black. and the average physician, as in many other 
areas with drugs,it can't be black and white, There 
are shades of grey: some of which he is willing to 
accept responsibility for. 

DR. LEHMANN: That might 
apply later, but if a psychiatrist knows someone is 
drug taking would you feel he is under an obligation to 
report him to the police? 

DR. CAMERON: Another 
example might be attempted suicide which is a crime, 

I believe, and there is no question the interpretation 
for 

of this as a crime is one/which many physicians reserve 

a basis of professional judgment, and every apparent 

attempted suicide, they feel, is not properly reported 

to the police and labelled as a criminal act. 

DR. LEHMANN: Although in 
some cases there might be some therapeutic gain if it 
would be reported. But there seems to be never any 
therapeutic gain in reporting a drug casualty. 

DR. CAMERON: One of the 
specific areas of concern that came up just recently 
at the Ontario Medical Association is that some 
physicians working in this area have previously been 
able to procure analyses of unknown drugs that.are 
endemic in an area which they have experienced in the 
field that has been of value in the management of bad 
cripsiesTane Lecallyais; and 1 believe Dr. Anderson 
could expand on this, is no longer available because 


of the constraints of the law. 


DR. LEHMANN: Well, that is 
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some sort of a compulsion which is somehow not the 
law,that certain law enforcement agencies seem to use 
in order to, well, suit their own purpose, and that 
could be a question I suppose. But ae analysis 
of a drug sample, to have a string attached that, 
"You must give us, as a price,the name of the person 
broughtyin hrs; another «chaingyyryi sy tthatyytmuee 

DR. ANDERSON: I think that 
is true. Up until recently, the analysis of drugs has 
been done by a non drug enforcement agency and this 
was available to physicians or workers in any area 
depending on who you were dealing with. This is not 
so now. I think we are waffling badly on this, but I 
think this gives you some idea how insecure most of us 
feel working in the area. You have a feeling that 
Society, with a big aS” which says, "You are dealing 
with criminals; you are not playing the game; you are 
not telling us the things we need to punish these 
people". And yet your day to day experience is that 
you are not dealing with criminals, you are dealing 
with young people who you have grown to respect a 
great deal in a lot of ways, and in some way you would 
hope society could help because they have difficulties, 
and if you are trying to make an analogy, say between 
suicide and other things, that are reportable, if you 
report an attempted suicide to the police, the things 
that descend upon that person will not be the same 
attitude that descend upon a young person who is 


arrested for possession of these relatively soft drugs. 


The implications upon him are very severe. He is 
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Ereecedny by such mechanisms as the Writ of 
Assistance with much more harshness than any other 
offense within our society right now, so that you find 
that there appear to be many, many more safeguards for 
someone who is arrested for armed robbery or rape than 
for a 17-year old boy in possession of a relatively 
innocuous drug. In you are torn all the time between 
what you have a feeling you should be doing and how you 
sert. of fly asvan undividuals I am surely mistaken in 
many cases, but I don't know how you could spell that 
out more closely until we move this out of the area 
of the kind of very harsh law enforcement that it is in| 
We are trying to deal with a medical problem in a jail 
Situation. If we had to deal with hepatitis, if we 
had to deal with measles or chicken-pox with the same 
kind of restrictions, we wouldn't have made any progres 
anywhere at all, so it is almost hopeless. Physicians, 
ifpttheywean p iwid Frepti tout nefieworking Vint Ehisgwanea 
because they are always sure they are doing the wrong 
things, slbvamralwayssure “I ue not doing the right thing 
And everywhere you turn you are afraid you are going to 
betray a confidence to somebody wherever you want 
information such as, "I wonder what ‘kind of a drug 
they are really taking that they think is so-and-so?" 
You can't have that information because 
there is always some kind of a spectrum of attitudes 
in your clients’ that you solidify attitudes against 
facts because people are thinking attitudes rather 


than just trying to examine the evidence, so it is a 


very tough area. 
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DR. LEHMANN: You say then 
that your medical competence or everyone's medical 
confidence is killed or stifled and constricted by the 
legal situation, the legal climate surrounding it? 

DR. ANDERSON: Very much so; 
very emuch “so . 

MR. CAMPBELL: In your brief, 
you, On one or two occasions used the word "drug abuse". 
What do you mean by drug ‘abuse ? 

DR. ANDERSON: I suppose it 
is when the drug begins to abuse the person, or when 
the "drug use" becomes an overwhelming part of the 
person and they get into problems with its use. In 
that we are all drug users, all society now in many 
ways, the terms just saying drug problems, we all 
probably have drug problems, but drug abuse would be 
where the habit --- where it becomes a habit which 
interferes with the happiness or future or performance 
offfthe “individual; so-a chronic valcohobiciwouldrbe 
a drug abuser. Someone who used marijuane infrequently 
for pleasure would not be a drug abuser. 

MR. CAMPBELL: In the 
questionnaire that you distributed to the physicians, 
was there any attempt to define, for instance, phrases 
like "a bad trip", for you report this rather high 
number of bad trips on Page 2, bad trips on hallucino- 
genic drugs, 740 a year. 

Was the term “bad trip” 
defined in any specific way or is this a term that 


was used by physicians in open-ended questions, defined 
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Open-ended questions? 

DR. ANDERSON: Yes. It wasn' 
defined, it was put in parentheses and probably was 
understood. There were some other checked questions 
that do not appear on the summary that we submitted, 
having to do with patients with drug related problems. 
I would think that the physicians would know about the 
bad trip referred to. 

DR. CAMERON: Tathink vtihat 
no one would have any confusion as to the meaning of 
Peo «AS far as the precise definition, when a good trip 
stops and starts beingybad « hethink caimest sy 
definition that the patients that come to physicians 
would be not poi nee trips but maybe some of the 
Vvemnyiebar iout == very -badsoness 

MR. CAMPBELL: These could 
be taken then as instances where the primary reason 
for sthé. visit sto the sphysicianowas \a) bad trips at 
wasn't the kid, say, coming in for his annual school 
check-up and saying I had ay bad trip two months ago? 

DR. ANDERSON: This would 
be an appearance for an acute purpose which might be 
just a panic state or it might) bevja psy chratrice-—— 
or it could have been an overdose, it could have been 
anything, but the general overall garbage can character 
would be a bad trip, but I think the acuteness or the 
fact that it showed up as a drug problem primarily is 
the: tthing. 

MR. CAMPBELL: Have you got 


a copy of the questionnaire that you used? 
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MR. STEIN: What would you 
have used regarding the desirability of a compulsive 
treatment for drug abusers as you have just defined 
them; compulsory medical treatment? 

DR. ANDERSON: Compulsory 
medical treatment might temporarily get them off 
drugs, if that was the goal, but the long-term value 
of such treatment probably is almost zero. 

MR. STEIN: What is the 
reasoning behind that? 

DR. ANDERSON: Well, okay, 
you have a young person who is strung out on speed and 
you admit him to hospital, and you mainly and gacieiga 
de-toxify him and he is within the closed system and 
everything is fine and you discharge him as cured, and 
you discharge him back to the same family, to the 
same society, to all the factors that forced him into 
this method of opting out. So within two weeks you 
just wasted this time in the hospital, so fractioning 
this deal into little tiny pieces and say "Okay, we 
will look after him medically, we will look after this 
kid in here, we will look after everything." 

MR. STEIN: What about 
compulsory psychiatric treatment, do you believe 
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DR. ANDERSON: tT dene 
believe you can shrink somebody that doens't want to 


get shrunk. 


MR. STEIN: What do you 


think --- is there anything in your estimation that 
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ay, 
is a viable kind of treatment response to this 
Situation, be it a voluntary one or a compulsory one? 
DR. ANDERSON: Okay. I think 
as you would do with an adult with alcoholic problems , 
you would try as much as possible. I think if you were 
a wise therapist, to ignore the drug, if possible, 
completely and try to deal with the personality of 
the person and the factors and his background and the 
things that led him, unlike his colleagues that were 
using drugs safely and without getting into troubles, 
that led him into a problem pattern where he was 
identified by society as a problem. This is another 
area where the legal thing is such a restraining thing, 
that, you know, it took many years for a oa 
toyloum,sthat iis, going to end up needing the sebeout 
type of pattern that you see in drug abuse and you 
know that it is going to take a long while for people 
to work with and around this person to change his 
environment and to see that he will become happy and 
different. And yet we know that you can't take time, 
because this. kid you are trying to work with is also 
being watched by the constabulary, and if you move too 
Guackly sou iane going to lose him, If you move too 
slowly he will be caught becausé his --- the caution 
that one would ordinarily use in hiding an illegal 
act you are dealing with, no longer applies. Almost 
all kids who get arrested in this area, I think,want 
to get arrested or are incapable of hiding their 
actions. In this respect you will see case after 


case and there is just no other explanation. A great 
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Mea lsofvstart andwskillb is: not requimed-he: cabechs them, 
and so to go the complicated way around, I think you 
can say you can possibly ignore drugs as the problem 
and look at drug abuse as a symptom of a disordered 
life and problem that he wasn't able to cope with. 

MRi «STEEN: 7 bf, thats the 
most likely way to relate to the individual with 
drug abuse symptoms, do you then see any point at all 
in the development of specialized treatment centres 
or treatment services that stand apart from the social 
services in the community or medical services,to relate 
to this phenomenon? — | | 

DR. ANDERSON: I would say 
yes and no. I would say that,the best of all possible 
worlds, these young people should not be set aside 
as being all lumped together as one problem because 
meNmodi fires Lieselfauwithedrgugs. I think ‘the major 
reason for centralized facilities is because it is 
very difficult to change attitudes of people within 
existing circumstances and a central facility might 
at least help to ensure that, the people dealing with 
the young person would ae so to make them better 


rather than worse. 


THE CHAIRMAN: In other 
by 
words,/ acentral facility, you mean a special, large 
facia Ley? 
DR. ANDERSON: Yes, even 


if it did not handle all these things that happen in 


the community, even if its main function is coordinating 
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and educating those other areas, there could be a fair 
case made»I think for the fact that we do not have 
rehabilitation facilities in communities for those 

who have particular problems. It is a fallacy to think 
that you could scare the dickens out of him, get him 
to stop using drugs and say."okay, get right back into 
society. Everybody will love you and educate you and 
give you a job." This doesn't happentand*I*think this 
is one area “uewe all of our present methods are not 
working very well to help. 

THE CHAIRMAN: Well, would 
some of the medical problems not still have to be 
handled in general hospitals? 

DR. ANDERSON: Yes. 

THE CHAIRMAN: So you can't 
get around the need for a change of attitude in the | 
general hospital environment? 

DR. ANDERSON: Yes, this is 
a major problem. 

THE CHAIRMAN: And these 
specialized facilities would, I suppose, do some 
emergency work, rehabilitation and follow-up, and sort 
of a wide,general, oversight and understanding? They 
would have to work with general hospital facilities? 

DR. ANDERSON: A central 
facility could not be a walled-off area from the life 
of the community anyway, whether the medical life or 
the other life. ‘They can’ttve Kept walledoff like this. 
This would have to be a voluntary area where the young 


person would go to and where he would. have to be free 
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toccome*and*Go as hée“sawE£it? 

THE CHAIRMAN: Is there 
anything like a street clinic in this area - there is 
some medical service being given on emergency basis, 
not just referral service --- anything of that kind 
here? 

DR. ANDERSON: There is a 
crisis intervention unity “yes!* Te*dealsIwPrth@ ari 
types of emergency problems. 


THE CHAIRMAN: That would 


DR SANDERSON: This is in 
the hospital setting as well. 

THE CHAIRMAN: You said a 
hospital setting. 

Well what other things --- 
getting close to the relationship between the crisis 
intervention facility and what would still be required 
from the general hospitals, what canbe put in what? 
From a medical knowledgement point of view, what can 
be put in a crisis intervention centre for the manage- 
ment of medical problems as such? To what extent 
could it become a reasonably efficient self-contained 
medical unit? 

DR. ANDERSON: The crisis 
intervention centre? 

THE CHATRMAN* Yes « 

DR. ANDERSON: The crisis 
intervention unit is really an emergency service and 


we are there to deal with problems as they come out 
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and farm them out somewhere else, and this is where 

I. think, in. the drug area, the crisis intervention 
centre breaks down, that you may be able to cope with 
them there, but the follow-up, channelling them into 
areas where they can get help, is lacking. 

MR. CAMPBELL: How do you 
feel about the role of non-medical personnel in 
handling a drug crises --- we have heard a good deal 
of testimony about the role of young people coping 
with drug crises of other young people in apparently 
highly effective ways. Is this a type of activity 
that you feel should be encouraged? 

DR. ANDERSON: It depends 
Om athe .vound person, doing.it <_@,donJt think there,as 
any magic about a young person to talk down a person. 
In fact, very often when you encounter a group in 
which one person is having a bad trip, very often you 
will find that his colleagues have helped contribute to 
that and many of the manouevres and hocus pocus around 
talking somebody down, in fact, intensifies reaction 
rather than coolsit, and so I think we are starting to 
get a new little medical mystique around the witchcraft 
of the street just like we got the witchcraft about 
the white coat, and coming in with a stethoscope and 
pepping, some pills into the kid. I don't think it 
is all easy and nice either and I don't think there is 
any special reasoning in being sick yourself and saying 
you can help somebody else. 


DR. LEHMANN: On Page 5 you 


mentioned strong opinions which are expressed by some 
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respondents, for instance the abuse of amphetamines, 
barbiturates by middle-aged housewives: is more importan 
than the drug habits of the teenage children. We hear 
this very often and it is often expressed in the 
medical literature. How would you view this statement 
as Simply a statement that --- to put things into 
perspective so that one does not over-dramatize the 
problems of the children of these housewives and 
consider them equally important if not more so, or do 
you view this as a signal on education that there is 
desparately needed some better and more treatment for 
these middle-aged housewives? 

DR. ANDERSON: Both of 
those, and perhaps even more. Putting it in context, 
the hypocrisy of adult society which just admits drug 
abuse is only what young kids are doing with drugs that 
we don't happen to use and ignoring the fact that as 
drug abusers, the young kids win no prizes at all, 
and the fact that we always castigate the drug that 
we don't use ourselves, And the fact that the drugs 
that the pate sinide is using are legal drugs, that are 
prescribed legally, brings up the second point; the 
fact that we have to examine ourselves in a society 
as physicians and really think what we are doing when 
we take the easy way out by finding a chemical way to 
deal with a difficult patient, and finding a chemical 
way to deal with a difficult life. And although we 
trys tonchange® bhe! Life style of the young people and 
try to mould them the way te tony we find ourselves 


that when we are getting into a life style pattern 
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we can't hack very well at all, we will take tran- 
quillizers so’ we"can «adapt “to thé’style rather than 
change “things Varound!" vYAnd “se “it “ig ériticak with 
both of these areas screaming one set of signals, but 
DE Pyou-look at this; we are doing it in a different 
way. And drugs have been an easy way to deal with a 
lot of complicated things and we are starting to reap 
the benefits of it now. 

DR. LEHMANN: ‘Benefits, 
you mean, in quotes? 

DR. ANDERSON: Yes. 

DR. LEHMANN: Well there 
would be three sorts of problems then--- the younger 
generation and illegal drugs and alcohol, of course, 
which we all know is a huge problem, and then here 
what one might call the heterogenicdrug abuse. Now 
there are special centres being promoted and being 
created for the younger generation and special centres 
exist for a long time for the treatment of the alcoholi 
Do you conclude that there ought to be special 
treatment centres or more Soi LPUESS for the adult 
who will require a good deal of psycho-therapy for 
instance, rather than constant tranquillization or 
euphoria-producing agents? 

DR. ANDERSON: Perhaps 
prevention would be a better area to get into. I don' 
know if there is much hope with drugs for someone who 
has for a whole lifetime used them as crutch and withoyt 
the crutch you have alot of troubles, and I think the 


responsibility of a person who takes drugs away from 
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somebody, you have to realize that you are responsible 
for what happens next, and maybe we need huge education 
--- it sounds very corny and naive --- in life styles 
and start teaching people how to cope with calamaties 
in non-chemical ways. 

DR. LEHMANN: It would mean 
that the doctors would have to spend a great deal more 


time and, well, some sort of counselling or therapeutic

DR. ANDERSON: It may mean 
that the doctor would have to realize that when Mrs. 
Jones comes in and she is all spastic that this is 
net, 6 medical problem and iat can’t be =<-- at can, be 
solved better by giving a chemical but the physician 
has to work more and more with the rest of society 
and the rest of the community to help people cope with 
these problems in non-chemical ways. 

DR. LEHMANN: So you would 
then have psychogenic, sociogenic and heterogenic forms 
of drug abuse? 

DR. CAMERON: It is hard 
to say but I think undoubtedly physicians have suffered 
from the pressures of the expectations of patients, 
of receiving a chemical answer for a particular 
problem. The Thalidomide tragedy has perhaps reduced 
that pressure. The general medical attitude is to 
continually examine our own therapeutic happenings 


and minimize the use of drugs. 


DR. ANDERSON: If I may, I 


have a copy of a letter from a Foundation that deals 
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with the residential psychiatric care of young people. 
This letter came to our attention through the 
questionnaire that was sent out to one of the 
physicians and-the letter is as to the type of 
treatment given and the relative successes and it 
says:- "We have been more success- 
ful in our treatment of 
young people with purely 


defined emotional illness 
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THE CHAIRMAN <5 Doctor, Jon 
Page 5 of the brief there is a quotation, some of 
the answers perhaps in the questionnaire ---"we should 
abolish the sale and manufacture of amphetamines 
completely".

DR. ANDERSON: No, but I 
think) itwis fortunate that it-hassa, Its,isicerteinly an 
area where prevention and positive planning is far more 
important than dealing with the catastrophes of 


family pathology. 
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and enjoying his work and doing a competent job and 
doing it so well that he watches being promoted into 
the areas of management and into the moving of paper 
across a desk and the dealing with personnel in which 
he is not skilled or trained because he was doing so 
well on his original job, and he goes out and he 
wetches his father on the first trip to the doctor 
with the ill-defined pains in the stomach and he 
watches the tranquillizers begin and he watches his 
father cope chemically with an alternate Jife style 
that he doesn't really have to follow. 

THE CHAIRMAN: This is a 
father who was the victim of Peter's Principle? 

DR. ANDERSON: That is 
right, which most fathers are, and the kids say he 
knows what he would do. 

THE CHAIRMAN: He is not the 
only one. 

DR. ANDERSON: And he knows 
what they are, why does he stick to it, why does he 
take this very lousy life plus the chemicals needed 
to have it? 

THE CHAIRMAN: But at has 
been brought home to us that a lot of drug use to-day 
is associated with change in life styles by young 
people, so that's what I was wondering if you had in 
mind because there is a different life style associated 


with a lot of drug use by young people. What change in 
ie 
life style,insofar as they are concerned could be et 


regarded as an alternative to drug abuse? 
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DR. ANDERSON: I don't know, 
but certainly life style changes tend to be linked 
with drug use in young people, but in party ehink 
that it may be just accidental that drugs happen to be 
there. For very many young people the drug subculture 
teal crucial part Of their life, areal need. “Teds 
not because there are drugs in it but because there are 
a group of people who are linked together for some 
purpose and they need the support of this small group, 
and this is showing up more and more now as the months 
go by. The life styles as alternatives to drug abuse 
I suppose, would fall into the general category of 
non-chemical turn-ons and it gets a little hocus pocus, 
but Se ener ane advocate non-chemical turn-ons 
are talking about real life experiences and the 
satisfaction of true personal inter-relationships; the 
satisfaction of having a future that looks good; the 
satisfaction of doing something that you and other 
people can appreciate as being well done. 

THE CHAIRMAN: Well, the 
young people say --- I would think that they would 
express it this way, that it's not so much as a change 
in a life style on our part that is required, it is a 
change in the social conditions and in the nature of 
the personal relations. But what about the natural 
high? As a physiciam in speaking with the sense of the 
collective experience of your body, have you had any 
observations about the relationship between these 
factors that we are asked to look at, the social con- 


ditions, and when we speak about philosophical factors, 
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1 the relationship between the social concept today and 
2 drug use and the related difficulties that you have 
3 to deal with as a physician. 


DR. ANDERSON: Well. here again 


you can fall into the trap of, you know, playing 
instant philosopher. 

THE CHATRMAN: TES citi cudue, 
but we are asked to look at it. 

DR. ANDERSON: I would not talk 
in a sophisticated way perhaps, but I could only 
tell you the kinds of things that seem to be crucial 
in the development of alienation patterns in these 
young people I deal with. so this becomes perhaps not 
as grandiose as it might have been. But the thing, 
number one, in the alienated. affluent middle-class 


young person sees the attitude that society has 


towards education as the only key to success; and 
happiness »in othe future. y_In "fact «ou yamne,told 16 
you don't have a University education, you are a 
failure whether you have the ability or the aptitude 
or the interest or whether you have another kind of 
goal which doesn't require an academic application. 
So we are forcing more and more the young people, 
whether they want to or not. "for their own good", 
into a very big business of educational establishment 
which is killing itself to adapt and to do as well 
as it can to educate people who don't want to be 
educated. And the more it fails. the more we look 
for technology to produce, You know, put a 


computer in the school» and 
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everybody will love you, and we are breeding an alienate 
group just from this one factor alone, and it isn't the 
educational establishments' fault. It is our fault as 
parents and as a society which has built this myth, 
The Union Leader with a Grade Nine education who says. 
"We won't take any apprentices in our programme unless 
they have a Grade Twelve educations" you know, sins 
as much as the father who is a doctor and wants his kid 
also to go through the same pattern, so we are all doing 
it and kids become very conscious themselves as 
potential failures pretty early on, and it is hard to 
fight. That is just one of the» kindsVorf things? thatty s&s 
we find contribute to it. 

THE CHAIRMAN: Dr. Lehmann? 

DR. LEHMANN: pees at 
happen to you, Dr, Anderson, that a mother calls up 
and very excitedly tells you "Doctor, I just found out. 
that my son is smoking marijuana, so. he ls) very Sick;

Your major responsibility as a 
physician at this stage is to (a) evaluate the 
Situation to see whether it is just a little innocent 
acting out and no sweat and (bb). to cool it, and so 
that the parentwand childycan:looknatwthis im a 
rational WAyeGOyseeei felt IS 4duproblen,or tigi tense ener 
a problem. But what happens from there would depend. 

DR. LEHMANN: It is always 
a problem because it is a legal problem, but what I 
was aiming at is the assumption by so many parents 
that it their child is smoking grass ,.well;)séehat it 
goes without saying he is sick, and they simply will 
not accept the fact that he may have a problem or 
they may have a problem in the family, but it is not 
the physician's responsibility because smoking pot 
and being sick is not a problem. 

DR. ANDERSON: We said this 
before, the impossible situation the physician is 
placed in because when you say there is not a darned 
thing wrong with  wohis jkid..at ,all, and .et. eh the 
mother looks you in the eyeball ‘ae says "What do 
you mean, he is doing an illegal thing’. What would 
happen now if you called the police? Well, he would 
is booked for possession, is that serious? “of course 
it's serious, so how can you, as a doctor say it aanot 


serious, so you end up in this big hang up. I think 
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if the dangers of, okay, this report shows that even 
among a relatively up-tight group such as we physicians 
they have scored marijuana lower than cigarettes and 
than 

lower alcohol in severity, but how responsible is 
that a thing to say, when we say "Okay, marijuana is 
a relatively innocuous drug: Wh Chee ty yas. We are 
het the ones to getrbusted, “We 'sayvthis to thevkids; 
they are ie ones that are getting the troubles, and 
until we change this it makes it impossible to deal 
rationally with the mother and her kid and the society 
and everything else. We can't use the scientific 
knowledge,such as it is,that we have Ltiehowte hurting 
people further including ourselves, and a lot of 
Gecectors are pretty scared to get into this area because 
they are just not sure of what is going to happen to 
them. So you can't deal with medical things like 
chats 

MR. CAMPBELL: Bearing in 
mind that these physicians have rated alcohol as a 
potentially more dangerous drug, and bearing in mind 
that while there was a great deal of public attention 
to cannabis and other use by young people, eeetes 
surely also the fact that a great many people in high 
school and elementary school also use alcohol. Do 
you, in terms of your practice and what you hear from 
your colleagues, regard alcohol use as a notably serious 
drug problem among adolescents and other young people? 

DR. ANDERSON: Well, the 
dangers medical and social of alcohol are well known. 


We have just grown to accept that a certain percentage 
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1 of our population is going to die directly or 
indirectly by the use of alcohol, and we Just. Sertiot 
Say "Okay, that's the way it is." Certainly there are 
social pattern corelations between the type of"drug 
used in the teenage years as we all know, and if you 
survey a large enough community you will find pockets 
where alcohol is the drug choice and others where the 
hard drugs are the drugs of choice, and other areas 
where cannabis and the chemicals are in general use. 
So just as individuals choose the drug that gives them 
the effect that ‘they want, you get the feeling: that 
pockets, socio-economic pockets in people ,also have 

a drug of choice which fills their collective’ego, I 
suppose. So my crystal ball isn't working very well 
at the moment, but I would guess we are moving into 
the next area, in which there would be a variety of 
drugs and each would have its set of problems and each 
would: have dts owm set of» people . that used ithem,.‘and - 
alcohol would probably continue to be a problem, but 
it won't be a problem for all kinds of people. 

MR. CAMPBELL: Let me raise 
two questions: then, out of that. If we hypothesize that 
alcohol, up to a few years ago, was the main psycho- 
active drug used in this population, any population, 
non-medically, and let's say that a proportion of 'X' 

alcohol 
percent as a population that has the availability of / 
come to use alcohol. and then we come to the use of 
other drugs, and, do ‘you’ think ‘the’ use ‘of those 
other psycho-active drugs will increase that proportion 


who abuse drugs, that proportion of the whole populatio 
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or would your feeling be that that proportion would 
remain more or less constant but would divide among 
various drugs? 

DR, ANDERSON: » L think. whe 
latter. This becomes a bit conjecture, you know, but 
I think the difference in society, the 'X'! percent of 
the population are almost certain to include people 
to whom alcohol would be a trauma but they also include 
people in whom any kind of trauma or any kind of settin 
1s going to produce a breakdown in living of some 
sort, perhaps, and what we are seeing now is maybe the 
fact that the spectrum of drugs available to cause 
trauma in this area are causing people to have break- 
downs in living. younger than they used to, so that 
perhaps we are not increasing calamaties at all, it 
is just the gal who at thirty-five was going to have, 
the first time. psychosis, instead she is now 
freaking out at age eighteen on one of these drugs 
so that we are picking the vulnerable element of the 
population, 

The fact that drugs are 
going down to this younger level. getting them 
earlier---that is conjecture, but the fact that we 
are perceiving the gulf of drug use going up and 
yet the gulf of drug problems going down suggests 
thatiatwis.a, popudetiion, with, the, increased, drug 
problems and now just as the kids become old enough 
to get into this, from thirteengto fiiteen|kousinxteen, 
the younger ones will be involved so we will pick 


the vulnerable ones as a population and put them out 
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--- I would guess. 

MR. CAMPBELL: Could you 
expand a little bit more on the selection of drugs 
by various populations and the differential motivation 
to various drugs? You have mentioned the factor of 
social class, socio-economic class --- it was 
mentioned to us yesterday, again, the tendency of the 
younger person “perhaps to use “solvents © “I “think “the 
statement was made yesterday of the progression from 
solvents in the pre-teen years to chemicals in the 
lower high school years, to cannabis in the higher 
secondary school years ---'but generally would you 
expand on this differentiating motivation? 

DR. ANDERSON: I think you 
can only give this in pieces. Generally, I think the 
solvent using in young people, in the very young 
people is --- they choose it as a drug because it 
is accessible to them Bec aees Ane low income sub- 
culture where the other drugs are accessible. 
Second ly ie is "Subiicientily ragzle-dazzle het they 
can getethei gparents  attentien ana hinny hand *eney 
always leave tubes and bottles and plastic bags and 
things around so it seems to be a very young persons’ 
way to get attention in a real hurry, and 
besides, even if there were other drugs that he would 
prefer, he does not have access to them. 

I have become less impressed 
with this idea of progression through drugs as time 
has gone on and I have had enough time to see sort of 


longitudinally what is going on. At first it sure 
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looked as if young people went through the whole deal 
from cannabis to chemicals and if things were really 
tough, amphetamines. But more and more,you see,they 
de «the shopping centre bit and try all of «them,,. but 
for each person there is one chemical or one category 
that fits them well. Now I don't know if there --- 
there has really not been enough hurt done to make 
these definitive things, but certainly the amphetamine 
Veersmset ahpatvern: 

MR. CAMPBELL: How do you 
see that pattern? 

DR. ANDERSON: Invariably 
they are individuals who are inadequate in pretty well 
everything they have done, their relationship with 
their parents when they were little, and generally have 
noteceped and theyofitain this category. Again this 
is pretty silly, to make pigeon holes this air-tight, 
but as we now are getting more and more we can look 
with respect to the very gentle drug subculture, 
the relatively shy, the relatively very bright 
individuals, probably through late puberty, probably 
having some difficulty interrelating with people and 
finding a warm subculture to live in where he does not 
have to do anything. And the hash using group 
occasionally, who may perhaps drop acid on the weekend, 
So they almost all look alike and they almost Qt 
talk alike, and when you look at their backgrounds, 
you can see this is a very comfortable group that they 


have come into. So this kind of pattern is starting 


to show up. 
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THE CHAIRMAN: Are there 
ony ea eg? 

THE “PUBLLGs dive Speed 
freak went to the crisis clinic, how would they handle 
him, put him in cold turkey and cut him off every 
drug, or would they use the New York method of cutting 
him down slow? 

DR. ANDERSON: I can*t 
guarantee what would happen at a specific crisis 
intervention place, but I think the best medical 
Opinion would have him admitted to hospital and he 
would not be treated cold turkey. He would be taken 
down slowly. 

DHE PUBLICS «So. i vaewine 
came to you, would you recommend a aes like marijuana 
te him*to cutvham off valcoholi? 

DR. ANDERSON: No, I would 
want to get to know the man. I wouldn't be interested 
in the wine he was consuming, I would be more intereste 
in the person who was consuming this wine. And I 
would probably be defeating my purpose if I just 
tried to, substitute, onesdrug for another. Mm woeuldtytry 
to worry about him as a person. 


THE PUBLICS Webby alot of 


doctors didn't mean this. 

DRe. “ANDERSON s)eiYesietr think. 
L know thet Is true. 

THE CHAIRMAN: Yes? 


THE PUBLIC: Has there ever 


been any research into marijuana and hashish as a 
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tranquillizer as replacement for some of the more 
prevalent types such as librium I suppose, or even 
some” o£) the ‘barbiturate ‘group? 

DR. ANDERSON: Within the 
period of time that people have been researching this 
area, marijuana and hashish have not been available to 
the medical profession for research or any other 
purpose. 

THE CHAIRMAN: Yes? Gentleman 
at the microphone? 

THE (PUBWNEC = \To cthe idociters 
in the medical profession, do you see the drug use as 
a problem itself or as a symptom of the real problem? 

DR. ANDERSON: Min ethe tréeport 
it states that drugeabuse ‘is a symptom of diseases). ; 
We can't underestimate the fact that drugs per se, 
any drugs iaeeace troubles, just about any drug can 
kil youterButi mest jofiethe -chings that «we ane 
labelling right now as the oe problem is not a 
drug problem. It is a problem within society or 
within an individual who may want to hide behind the 
bad things in society to explain his own inadequacy 
from time to time. But there are enough rotten things 
going on within ourselves and our communities to 
explain an awful lot of reasons of why we want to 
opt dutge Thebdrugs -ane the symptom in most cases 


rather than the disease. 


THEGPUBLIC#®: «Thatene the 
way I see it. The way I see it is the problems are 


through our society, our family or just a general--but 
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the general Inquiry was prompted, I think, by getting 
upset over the kids taking drugs, not the fact that 
kids are up-tight about these things and the drugs 
are,only reaction, to ybhis.) \And i 4st hopewkhat the 
inquiry, realizes, that, the drug is not ‘the, problems and 
I hope you don't react negatively to it by increasing 
the laws and so forth,» because the drug will never be 
replaced that way; it will only be isolated. 1 think 
if you wanted to defeat the problem or change the drug 
use, I think you have to do something positive. You 
have to make life for Canadians and Americans and 
people all over the world better so they don't have 

to escape. And, I mean marijuana, I think it is pretty 
plain to everybody that if this world was going to 

be the "Brave New World like in Aldous Huxley it is 
going to be the Soma. It is going to be thing to 
come» it is going to have to be legalized. I don't 
see any way of getting around it. And as far as 

the harder drugs, like heroin and so on, it is a 
different scene altogether and that is completely 
different, from mari juanaAc I «don? trthink reheyi ican tbe 
lumped together again because they are two different 
things. The kind of person that goes in for heroin 
and the kind of person who goes in for marijuana are 
two different kind of people. And what I want to 

wrap up» is justto say that I hope you don"t. (Look 

at drugs as being the problem but only a symptom of 
the problem. The real problem is our society and 

the way we live. And like these couple of men that 


were here yesterday from the Trade Unions, that 
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figured that a lot of kids were going into this because 
they were poor or something, because of the standard 

of living. They seem to think of the standard of 
living as being the scale. Well, that is not important 
EO people, Trt is not the Standard of Mivino at is the 
quality of living. I think the Eskimos and Indians 
have a quality of living that nobody in this room has 
=—— the Same (quality of living. “The” standard was <o 
Yow compared to us and I think we have to capture their 
quality of living, and we would not have these kind 

of problems. There would not be an abuse problem with 
drugs, there would ce just getting along. 

THE CHATRMAN: Thank you. 
The gentleman behind --- can you reach the mike? 

THE PUBLIC: You mentioned 
before a certain amount of concern for the fact that 
you can now have aneywatl Of Speed --—"druds. However, 
you did not make any recommendation on this. Would 
you suggest a medical centre be set up for analysis 
Or drugs in treating Of ‘bad’ Ertips” and things “iske thetz 

DR. ANDERSON: The recommenda 
tion wasn't made because it did come out of the survey 
and we had a relatively restricted guide --- we just 
Ghose to do this as our submission, and this is what 
we did. But there is already a laboratory facility 
through the Ontario Addiction Research Foundation to 
test drugs and they were doing this up until relatively 
recently, so it would not require setting up any 
mechanism. The mechanism is already there for analysis 


and the material. It would be nice to be able to 
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resume that programme without fear of difficulties --- 

like having the lab technician busted for possession. 

THE CHAIRMAN: Excuse me, 
if I might just get this on the record. As doctors, 
you feel that such a facility is an important aid for 
treatment purposes --- you would Say it is an essential 
aid? 

DR. ANDERSON: Oh yes, you 
are flying blind --- you can't deal with a chemical 
problem if you are not allowed to know what the 
ehenacal- <form] ata. 

THE CHAIRMAN: Excuse me, I 
didn't mean to touch off --- 

THE PUBLIC: That was more 
the question --- 

THE CHAIRMAN: I just want 
to get this on the record because it has become quite 
an important issue in our inquiry. The question 
has been posed about the possibility, 
the actual utility of such a facility for specific 
cases of treatment. In other words, the drug had been 
injested., let us say» or taken--if you are smoking it 
-—=— so (the actualcthingrthatt isi causing thet datfiicuity 
is not subject to analysis. There has been a question 
raised of just how useful it is in relation to the 
actual treatment of a particular case --- the time 
problem, what is your view on that? 

DR. ANDERSON: The time 
needed would perhaps not make it feasible for the 


treatment of the individual although a great deal now 
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might be done on spot testing on admission to hospital. 
This has not been developed, because we just do not 
have centralized facilities where you have a high 

case load of patients coming in, and so in acute 
treatment, almost certainly, 2t.weuld.be.a matter of a 
vetys short) period-ofetime, toi work, out, these technical 
problems --—— spot testing to videntity.. forminstance, 
the difference in the chemical group where 

it might alter your decision of the drug that you 
would tase, on «the, pesson awho, is an, difficulty... The 
major argument against testing street drugs that is 
raised is the fact that it was serving as a quality 
control mechanism for dealers. Now, I suppose, it is 
héeus (pectisianvou, might say,,that .that is in fact true. 
However, it does seem terribly dumb to me to have some 
kind of quality control if the drugs are being used. 
The fact that we have not stopped testing them is not 
decreasing the amount of drugs on the street, it is 
just that we have no idea what is being passed around. 
I am sure you saw the Ontario Addiction Foundation 
reports of the analyses done during the previous year 
to see the fact that many chemicals, that were, === many 
drugs that were soldwere not in fact what they were 
said to be, they had impurities and so on and it is 
very vital to have this kind of quantitative control 
when you are dealing with a volume of patients to say, 
"Okay, this is what happens} and those kids were using 
pretty fair acid. These kids thoughtthey were using 
so and so: they were using so and so. And to be able 


to have an effective way of warning people --- it does 
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not seem really that dumb to me to say "Okay, that is 
bad stuff." Even if it is an illegal thing, it doesn't 
seem terribly stupid to save the odd hi ae hs RY 
can in this method. 

THE CHAIRMAN: Thank you. 
Yes, could you reach the microphone? 

THE PUBLIC: Both yesterday 
and today the attractive and innocuous qualities of 
marijuana have been pointed out quite forcibly, and 
the fact that it should be differentiated legally 
in its use anddistribution, Yesterday I asked a 
question of a young man from Lorne Park Collegiate 
if they could foresee any possible problems or need 
for treatment arising from marijuana by itself. 
Whenever anyone talks about the need of treatment for 
drugs, they always lump drugs as a group, when they 
speak about Speed, heroin, etc. I would like to know 
if you gentlemen can see that heroin in itself has a 
potential for any damage --- 

THE CHAIRMAN: Excuse me, 
did you mean to say marijuana? 

THE PUBLIC: Marijuana, yes. 

THE CHAIRMAN: You said 
heroin, in itself. 

THE PUBLICS “YON, *I ai SOrry . 
Thank you. That marijuana in itself has a potential 
for any damage, physical, psychological, biochemical 
to one individual. I think we are on very dangerous 
grounds when we are advocating this as a very 


attractive and innocuous thing to use. We are saying 
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it is different from everything else, we are saying 
treat it differently, and yet are we facing the fact 
that there may be possible danger to its use? 

DR. ANDERSON: Certainly I 
don't think this report in any way was trying to 
show marijuana as an attractive drug, so certainly 
we are not pushing. I think we are showing that 
compared to alcohol, which is a known killer of 
people, their minds and their lives’and everything, 
for those who are susceptible to it,that they are not 
arrested, they are not treated, you know, as a diseased 
pare O: SoOcrety @th "Che way “irae === compared to 
all the other drugs on the list, and we have had some 
thousands of years of experience in seeing the effects 
of the cannabis group, it is not the problem, and it 
does have effects, but ver Caanny compared to all the 
others we have no evidence of mortality and the 
fMorbidity)is pretty low. The only kinds of things 
that you generally see with, say, marijuana alone, 
are those individuals who have problems in life that 
they are trying to run away from and marijuana provides 
a very helpful, quiet environment to do that and so 
Chey may get inte’ dirficulties*--— social difficulties 
because they opt out of things that society wanted 
them to do, but we just don't see anybody in medical 
troubles with cannabis. 
THE PUBLIC: No bad trips. 
DR. ANDERSON: No bad trips. 


Again you would have to define what you meant by that, 
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but no, it is not that sort of thing. You see, we tend 
-=- it isn't so much that a lot of people ‘are saying 

it is a good drug, as so many people are lumping it and 
Saying it is a bad one. Like there is not much --- 
people don't look at the evidence --- did I do a bad 
Ehinge) Dididtartbadething S)whaticdsd Dydo? 

THE PUBLIC: I just feel tha 

there are a lot of people in this room who think anybod 
. a 
who criticizes marijuana is out of their head, that we 
are being completely subjective and emotional if we 
even suggest that it might effect the way --- the way 
in which your iris is adjusted, the ability to make 
fine distinctions, to have muscular coordination, that 
you might have hallucinations four days after taking 
a marijuana trip, that all these things, these are all 
documented scientifically, documented facts. Maybe you 
haven't read any of the literature. It might be a 
good idea. 

THE CHAIRMAN: I notice, 
doctor, if I might just observe --- because we have 
thebwiief andiothers don't, Hut WW notice thatthe scale 
for the ranking of these drugs according to relative 
potential for harm runs from one to seven, One is 
extremely dangerous and seven is harmless and marijuana 
is ‘the: last on’ the scale, but it 4s given the rating 
of four, so that it is not given a rating of seven as 
harmless. I merely point that out. 

DR. ANDERSON: There are 
no chemicals that you take into you that are harmless, 


none, zero. I think the total irrationality of dealing 
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with someone who uses --- or dealing with marijuana as 
a substance proves --- many of those papers are not 
as scientific as they appear to be. In the recent 


edition of Addiction produced by A.R.F., there is a 
little --- have you seen it, and it just came out, 
pointing out that some of the studies quoted have not 
been that valuable and there have been --- there hasn't 
been much done in the last while, but within the last 
year and a half there have been studies shown comparing 
cannabis effects opposed to other drugs on coordination, 
etc., etc. And it would be silly to say cannabis doesn' 


produce effects on people. That is what it is about. 


What we are really talking about, does cannabis --- how 
: health 
dangerous is it to and life, and when we compare 


it to other things, how much of a danger is it. 

MR. STEIN: I wonder if I 
could direct a question to the young woman in the audiengde. 
Given your concern about this, I wonder if you could 
share with the Commission the reasons for your concern 
ohs thisppoint?hu ine others wordsyedadnyouchaver any 
experiences directly or indirectly --- I am sorry, I 
am directing myself to you --- that would assist us in 
understanding something more about the effects of 
marijuana? In other words, you have expressed on two 
consecutive days some very genuine concerns about the 
effects of the drug. Is there some other reason other 
than what you have read in the literature that raised 
tha sniconcern? 

THE PUBLIC: I am going to 


be a member of the Committee that is presenting a brief 
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this afternoon which deals with this, and I think 
perhaps that would be better. 

MRS STEIN: “Fane. 

THE PUBLIC} = Justreay 
that I do --- I am impressed by the fact that many 
young people are very enthusiastic about it and I 
just. would like to make sure that they realize that 
there might be short-term or long-term detrimental 
effects. 

THE CHAIRMAN: The lady thereg-- 
T don "t “know whether you can reach the mike. 

THE PUBLIC: I Ama mother 
and I can probably make myself heard. 

I would like to 
ask, the question was brought up about changing the 
attitudes of the staff in hospitals. The many years 
that we have dealt with mental illness, this was not 
able to be done, and the mental illness was involuntary 
The drug user is saying, "this is my AWNIS oR CRE 
we respect. But then they expect medical staff to look 
after them when they get into trouble and the fact 
that the medical staff resent this, I think, is 
reasonable. I would like to know how you expect to 
change the attitudes of the medical staff. 

DR. ANDERSON: I am not sure 
that it is the function of someone who is involved in a 
helping profession to be judgmental about the foibles 
of human nature and the kinds of things that people do. 
When a young lady comes in who is irreversibly unmarrie 


and irreversibly pregnant, it is not my function really

I wouldn't think, to make a big gaffufle and point out 
that it was in fact a self-inflicted wound, and make 
a big deal. My problem is to deal with someone who 
is very frightened and who--anything I can say to 
them, you know, they already know. they have been 
through it. I am just seeing it, and my job is to help 
it that ipartd cular pthing~| Soci ejust questioned about 
the fact that we as physicians, whether we should be 
judgmental about the fact that they didn't have to 
take the drug that caused them to come in. The other 
half of what you are saying, how do we change attitudes, 
I don't know whether we all sit around in a circle and 
hold hands and do nice things to not. but I think one 
important thing is we have to have people meeting with 
people with problems and seeing them as individuals, 
rather than just reading about things or always staying 
within a circle of people where everyone is judgmental 
about something, where, suddenly you are accosted 
and there he is» he is a junkie and he really freaks 
out, rather than starting in our programme which we 
hope to do in the community, the continuing education 
for physicians. I certainly hope that will involve 
getting physicians who have been involved with young 
people to listen to them, and to talk with them and try 
to stop talking about drugs, and start seeing them as 
people rather than just a circulatory system with some 
chemicals running around in it. and I think it might 


happen. 


THE PUBLIC: I wasn't referring 


to physicians, I was referring to the staff that take 
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them in, who are human beings and have feelings, and 
I don't condone the judgmental attitude, I am just 
saying how can we do something about it? 

DR... ANDERSON se Well wil think 
this is the way, it is education with a big "E" but 
it has to be on a personal basis. 

THE, CHATRMAN = Yes’: 

THE PUBLIC: What is the 
doctor's estimation on marijuana, and whether it would 
be of value or danger in medical use, what are your 
own views on that, like an independent study or 
Seuuye ==— 

DR. ANDERSON: Again, I can 
only say that many people find it useful and the 
evidence --- the scientific evidence about its danger 
is lower than most of the other drugs that are used 
in the general area of mood altering drugs. But I have 
no way of comparing benefits to people as far as 
mood altering. I can only talk its lack of danger. 

THE: PUBIC I would like to 
point out to the ladies who are asking the questions, 
they were saying why so many young people were taking 
marijuana and when they look and see somebody, like 
the foremost authority in the United States right now 
in marijuana would be Dr. Paul Goodhart, whaich ik Ghink 
is the past president of the Student Drug Administratio 
and when the young person would look at him and he 
would say publicly that he saw no harm in the use right 
absolutely no harm in the use of marijuana, and the 


only reason he would not allow his own children to take 
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it was because it was illegal. I think when young 
people look at someone in a position which he had, and 
even their own family doctors are not coming out and 
condemning it, they would really see no reason why 
they shouldn't take it. It is almost as if --- not 
through doctor's work only, but they weren't telling 
them not to take it and I think some of the problem 

is with our own physicians who have not really openly 
denounced it. If it isn't valuable they could not have 
really taken a stand on it. 

THE CHAIRMAN: The gentleman 
there? 

THE PUBLIC: ~ I mention’ this 
and idon “t™know, “I -don't think Te will shock "anybody, 
but I have been through the sort of trauma of getting 
busted for marijuana, and, well, actually it is almost 
--- once you get over the shock of, you know, the fact 
that you have finally got caught and, you know, they © 
have got all sorts of things they are going to do to 
you, or they might do to you, they might not, it seems 

almost serio-comic because, you know, on the one han 
they just busted you and on the other hand they are 
saying "Don't worry about, you know, just lay off and 
qait®. and ’so°yow go antolthe police station andryau 
sit around, you know, it happens that you sit ina 
room where they come and they book all sorts of people, 
and when I was in there they booked three people, chronic 
alcoholics, every one of them. One chap was forty-eight 
years old and *I“swore>--=- "2 would have sworn he was 


seventy. He has been in and out of that place they say 
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they see him every five weeks, he spends four weeks in 
jail. he is out a wek and he's back. And during the 
whole while the policemen were having conversations 
about big parties and it seemed they really had a 
predilection for alcohol and I sat and I listened to 


it all and, you know, it was fine, and then they thought, 
"well, who is this kid, he's sitting there with school 


books in his hand, no blood on his face, looks scared 


out of his mind, what's he up here for?" So they look 
and they see marijuana. Well you know, they are all 
shocked. A son of the middle classes has somehow 
rejected all of their values, and they start telling me 
to watch out or I'll become a junkie just like the rest 
of them and things. Likepithisje, They gust.can' it, help 

but alienate you from the whole system. It seems 

almost just like instant--before this you could say 
change will come, things will happen, you don't have to 
worry. about it too much. They are responsible people 
who are going to look after the interests of the people, 
the sort of subculture that exists which is so wide 
spread now. The thing is you are suddenly so shocked 
because there is authority that still has this power and 
the cops are sitting there and telling me that marijuana 
is addictive and they have the power to do something to 
me or to anyone of us in this room, and I don't see the 
right of them having this power. I don’t care, you know 
so I have a criminal record now, I'm not going to let it 
bother me too much. I will do what I can. It is a 


serious damper on a lot of things I could do--I can't go 


into law now and things like that. It just seems to me 
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that the whole thing of authority is out of touch with 
what is really happening with the people. I mean when 
the policemen think things like this and it is their 
jobs then what kind of position are we in? It scares 
me anyways you know, And as a result I have had to 
change my whole life style because of this happening. 

I can't associate with the same people that I did before 
and I can’t do the same sort of things I did before, I 
can't use marijuana, for the simple fact that if it was 
to happen again, this time I would go to jail for 
something that is only related to what I do with myself. 

THE CHAIRMAN: The lady-=-could 
you use the microphone? 

THE PUBLIC: It seems to me that 
there is a little bit of contradiction because if you 
are thinking of values and so on, and tranguillizers 
as perhaps being inadequate, and this fellow over here 
sayS Marijuana may be a tranquillizer. And I thought 
at the time that he was sort of implying that it 
should be on the same level as the tranquillizers, 

And then he started speaking of discontent. Now if 
someone is discontented, should he take a tranquillizer 
so that he forgets about it. and therefore doesn't 
achieve any social change? I am interested in the 

idea of the legalization of marijuana,» and I am 
wondering if it couldn't be a welcome use against-- 
maybe this is a word that is overused--but by the 
establishment because if you do--if you are just 

tied into the system, they say you can have your 


marijuana and it is okay. and they don’t accomplish 
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1 any social change, and then does the Board really want 
2 young people to accomplish social change? We were 
3 talking about viable alternatives, what would happen 


if the people were to decide that they don't like the 
things as they are and they really wanted radical 
change. These are just a few of the ideas that I 
have, and I do see a contradiction too. I am not 
taking a position on vanything here; thissis justia 
few of the ideas, and you have to decide what you 
really want young people to do. 

THE CHAIRMAN: Thank you. 

THE PUBLIC: “Jue ase 
partial reply, I think she is a little bit off base 
when she says that people who are smoking marijuana 
sone of netréat p-wand ytry «noe totef react jaamasent soft 
social change or forget about social change, because 
I think a lot of the people who are into marijuana, 
who are using marijuana, I think you will find a lot 
of them would be in the groups that are coming up 
to-day, that are in some people's eyes very, very 
radical, and are in some ways the pushing factor, the 
motive er a lot of the social change which is 
taking place in our society today. And I doubt 
very much if it can be just generally said that 
smoking marijuana would sort of make you complacent, 
just tie you into the womb of the establishment; you 
would be happy there. Because that is just not what 
is happening. 

THE CHAIRMAN: Etthink we 


should release Dr. Cameron and Dr. Anderson. Thank 
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you very much for your assistance, and I am sure that 
you are very busy and we have kept you quite long. We 
are very obliged. 

I didn't want to 
interrupt your discussion from the floor, but I would 
just call now on the Pharmaceutical Manufacturers 
Association of Canada, represented today by Dr.

THE CHAIRMAN: I assume that 
that is in reference to the Research Project of the 
Addiction Research Foundation of Ontario. But of 
course as a Commission of Inquiry, we are very 
interested in the research that is going to be carried 
out in Canada and the United States within the next 
year and we hope that we can get useful information 
from it’for the purposes of this Inquiry. 

Yes? 

THE PUBLIC: I was just 
wondering whether anybody on the Inquiry had taken 
marijuana. I am sure you have had the opportunity, 


but have you ever tried it? Maybe it is a personal 
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1 question, Lushouldn't ask vou but Af seu shaven 't,, 1

talk and @allathis worry, ¢it just isn’ Gyo to see wand 
I think if you tried it and knew what it was about, 
you would realize what you are talking about it. It 
is like being afraid o£ the dark, You are afraid or 
something you don't understand, but once you understan 
it, it is just a nice little thing and not worth 
getting worried about. And certainly the laws, this 
is the problem. Having it illegal, all of these 
people are worried about it. All these people are 
trying it and getting involved in it, and gf ot 
wasn't built up so big, and if people really tried 


it, there would not be anything... .ttis mice but «it?s 
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1 nothing to get worried about. And that is for sure. 
2 One more thing, that lady 
3 over there who said she wondered if there was any 
4 harmful effects with it --- ma'am you wondered if 
5 there were harmful effects with marijuana. Well there 
6 is. It is not strong "enough to do anything by itself, 
7 but if you are --- if your mind is all balled up 
8 already and like, I know a girl who is crazy already 
9 and when she takes marijuana she's up and down. She 
10 gets more depressed than if she wasn't taking anything 
11 and higher than if she wasn't taking anything, but 


not to the degree that it really changes her. By 
itself it just magnifiebtit? eshe cansrelaxvand?’ just 
think about her problems, which she probably wouldn't 
not 
do if she was/on marijuana. But by itself --- it is 
not much by itself. Hash and that is a bit stronger 
bur really “the whole thing isn’t all*thet=-greacim 
just wish more people would get into it and try it, 
because if everybody had tried it, if everybody took 
ten drugs every day, then everybody would say, "Oh, it's 
nothing, Let's’ go onto something’ more -amportant: © 
There are more things that are important. Our society, 
this plastic,” conerete, asphait, unnatural, unreal 
world that we have created for the human species. That 
is more important than all this trash about marijuana. 
It is such a small thing compared to the really 
important things we have got to change, and I think 
we should put it out of our mind because it is really 
nothing. And you have got to worry about your kid, 


what he loves and what he hates, not something like 
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marijuana, really. I am just sorry that everybody is 
so concerned about it, because there are more things 
to be concerned about. 
THE CHAIRMAN: Well I just 
would observe that our terms of reference require 
that we look at all types of drugs, and multiple drug 
use and we are not just looking at marijuana. 
LHe PUBLIC: _ Could I just 
ask this gentleman a question, are you speaking as a 
twenty-year user? 
THE CHAIRMAN: We call on 
Dr. Wigle. President of the Pharmaceutical Manufacturers 
Association, Would you introduce your colleagues pleasel? 
DR, WIGLEs: Thank you, Mr 
Chairman, I must say as a physician and a father that 
I could probably just enjoy more sitting back there 
for the rest of the days and listening to the 
presentations that are being made, I thought the 
doctors this morning expressed themselves very well. I 
think you have a fascinating chore. Our delegation 
whom you mentioned previously. just for individual 
identification, I would like to identify Mr. Fred Hume, 
our legal counsel. on the extreme left nearest you; and 
Mr. Hakes., president of Eli Lilly of Canada, one of the 
largest producers of barbiturates; and Dr. Moriarity, 
one of the Directors of Smith, Kline & French in Canada, 
and Smith, Kline & French are one of the large producers 
of amphetamines; and on my right Mr. J. D. Harpers our 


Director of Public Relations in the PMAC. As you will 


see, on the Committee that we used to develop our 
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presentation to you. we tried to involve companies 
that were immediately concerned with some of those 
products with which you are concerned and remarking 
on them in Canada. You just received our brief 
this morning, I realize that, and it is some twelves 
pages. JI would take your direction as to whether you 
would like me to read it, and it would take us about 
fifteen or twenty minutes. 

THE CHAIRMAN: Yes; i think 
think that would be best. 

DR. WIGLE: Well then if that 
is your wish, we could start off at the introduction 
in which we will just draw to your attention that 
our Association is a voluntary non-profit scientific 
and trade association composed of fifty-eight 
research-based companies engaged in the development, 
production and distribution of prescription medicines 
and we welcome the opportunity to present our views 
on the non-medical use of drugs, 

Reputable manufacturers of 
prescription medicines, as represented by PMAC, share 
with you a deep concern about drug misuse. 

Research conducted by our 
member companies have resulted in medicinal products 
which have brought immeasurable benefits to society, 
These benefits are experienced every day by patients 
who use these products properly as their physicians 
prescribe them, It is unfortunate that very few of 
the medicines are being misused for non-medical 


purposes. 
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Asa result of the amount 
of research and the years of experience by our 
member companies in the effects of medicinal substances 
on the human body, we feel it is part of our 
obligation to society to make available any observations 


which might be helpful to the Commission and to explain 


the role of our members and other legitimate 
pharmaceutical manufacturers. 

One of the basic obligations 
any pharmaceutical manufacturer has is to effectively 
control his manufacturing operations and his 
distribution system in order to prevent leakage of 
ihe Geeauete from the legitimate channels of 
distribution into illicit chatinels.tvime shouldbe 
pointed out that whatever action is taken to control 
production and distribution of pharmaceuticals by 
Tegitimate companies, it will have no effect on the 
illegal sale of unlicensed products manufactured by or 
procured from Hoh Abas eimnelee or i ances deoub eas. 

In ‘the long "history ofthis 
Association, our member companies have assisted the 
Narcotic and Controlled Drug Division of the Food and. 
Drug Directorate in theimcactivities’ >. Réepiteblie 
manufacturers of prescription medications have no 


part to play in illegal drug production and so pledge 


themselves. 


Criticism: criticism has 


been levelled from different quarters at the pharmaceutigal 


industry for overselling, overproduction and improper 


control of the the distribution of certain drugs. 
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including barbiturates and amphetamines. We believe 
this criticism comes from Press Teport s* Of conditions 
in other cquntries. We would like to POLNE Ot ots 
the Commission that in Canada the production and 
distribution of preparations of this type are treated 


as Controlled Drugs. While it is possible to 


manufacture an unlimited quantity of such products, 

it is not possible for the manufacturer to sell them 
other than to licensed dealers. Therefore, the demand 
created in the system through physicians' prescriptions 
indirectly regulates the quahtity” that willebe 
legitimately manufactured or the inventory that will 

be carried. 

Manufacturers acquaint doctouys 
with their products' legitimate medical uses through 
various means, but one which readily lends itself 
to scrutiny is the advertisement in the medical 
journal. The lack of marketing emphasis on 
barbiturates and amphetamines is underlined by an 
examination of the prominent Canadian medical journals, 
published between December 1969 and April 1970. During 


this period when some 1,445 pharmaceutical ads were 


carried, only 3.0% swere for! barbittrate-cofitaining 
products and only 0.5% were for amphetamine-contain 
AGH Produces . We have set a table up in Appendix form 


Legitimate consumption of 
amphetamines and barbiturates for manufacture in our 
industry is not increasing; 1969 consumption of 
amphetamines is 24% below the peak year of 1966 and 


1969 barbiturate consumption is 14% below the peak 
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And we have another appended 


table which gives you those facts. 


Regulations to prevent "Leakage" into illicit channels; 


In fact, the present Controlled 


Drug Regulations governing the purchase and sale of 


barbiturates and amphetamines were established with 


the willing co-operation and assistance of Canada 
pharmaceutical manufacturers. 

Are these regulations ras 
Oo dorthe jJoOb?PorToranswernthis, weawild briefly 


summarize their effect during the life history of a 


controlled drug medication. Attached in Appendix "Cc" 
is a copy of the complete text of the Food and Drug 
Regulations Schedule G upon which this summary is based. 

If I might pause there, Mr. 
Chairman, the presentation of this Schedule G, at first 
some of our members thought it might be presumptuous 
of us to append this section ofrthe FoodsandsDrugsmAct, 
but we had reason to believe that perhaps your Commission 
had not yet been exposed to that Schedule and so we 
have eetineks it here for your identification. 

THE CHATRMAN: We know of 
it but we find it very convenient to have it at the 
backiof yourvbriets 

DR. WIGLE: Continuing 
discussions between manufacturérsv and Controlled Drug 
officials indicate that the federal officials are not 
having any prowl amerind th legitimately produced drugs 


being diverted’ to alilicat, traffics; They can attest tha 
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amphetamines and barbiturates in this illicit traffic 
are not coming from medical supply but from clandestine 
sources. 

Indeed;it would seem to us 
that testimony by the knowledgeable and competent 
officials of the Narcotic and Controlled Drug Division 
of the Food and Drug Directorate would be useful to 
this Commission. And that is one of our suggestions. 
the lite History sof iasControlled .prug +; 

Barbiturates and amphetamines 
are Controlled Drugs in Canada,. Therefore, they cannot 
be advertised to the general public. 

Advertisements to the medical 
profession must carry the symbol which you see printed 
here "in a clear and conspicuous colour and size in 
the. upper. left .quarter .of »the first page.of the ad." 

And those are the advertisements to the medical 
profession. 

No person in Canada can manu- 
facture, import, export or sell a controlled drug 
unless he has been licensed as a dealer by the 
Department of National Health and Welfare. The license 
does not apply to all controlled drugs, but specifies 

the patent 
the particular ones that/dealer may sell. These 
licenses can be suspended or revoked if a dealer fails 
to comply with any terms or conditions of the license. 

The manufacturer obtains his 
raw material. controlled drugs from .a),licensed .supplier. 


Both supplier and manufacturer must record how much 


raw material they received, who they received it from, 
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where it came from and when it was received. They 
must record the same information for any controlled 
drug which they supply to others. 

When the raw materials are 
formulated into a product by the manufacturer, records 
must be kept of the amounts used, what products it 


went into, how much was produced, the dates, as well 


as keeping a monthly inventory of raw materials, 
in process and finished products which must be 
reconciled. 

The Minister of Health's 
Narcotic and Controlled Drug officials inspect the 
premises, processes, qualifications, records and 
inventory regularly to ensure that no improper 
activities take place. These records are kept for 
two years in a form facilitating auditing. 

The manufacturer is required 
to store controlled drugs to provide protection 
against loss or theft, must seal containers of sentra 
drugs so they cannot be opened without breaking the seal, 
he must ensure the safekeeping of controlled drugs 
during transit by using methods of transportation which 
keep an accurate record of the drug and signatures of 
persons having charge of the drug until it is delivered 
to the licensed consignee. The original,order from 
purchasers must be verified. 

The hospital pharmacist, 
medical practitioner, etc. who has been licensed to 
purchase controlled drugs must record what was received, 


who the supplier was, the use to which it was put --- 
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and must make these records available for regular 
inspection and reconciling. 

Voluntary Controls; 

Our members are working under 
these regulations and recognize that it is probably 
impossible for government to legislate against every 
conceivable loophole. In the course of our 
continuing liaison with the competent officials of 
the Controlled Drug Division of the Food and Drug 
Directorate, we have become aware of the need for each 
manufacturer to pledge himself voluntarily to 
additional self-imposed controls. 

One possible area of abuse 
is in the sales of empty gelatin capsules, as empt- 
capsules can be used to provide a convenient dosage form 
for illicit substances which are distributed through 
underground channels. Therefore, manufacturers and 
distributors of empty gelatin capsules have an 
obligation to assure themselves of the legitimate 
purposes for which their empty capsules will be sold. 

Another area of potential abus 
which has been mentioned by some observers is the sample 
material distributed to physicians and, in some 
instances, to paramedical personnel. As a result, and 
after considerable examination of the situation, our 
industry has proposed to the Minister of National Health 
and Welfare in March 1970 that the Food and Drugs Act 
and Regulations thereunder be amended to forbid the 
distribution of unsolicited samples of all pharmaceutical 


products. ‘This is already being followed as a matter 
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of company policy by several member companies. If 
adopted, it can be assured that no longer will 
samples of medication be distributed in Canada other 
than on the specific written request of an authorized 
individual who would request the sample for a 
legitimate purpose. 

Further on our responsibilities, 
amont the Principles of Ethics subscribed to by every 
member of PMAC are these: 

The pharmaceutical manufacturer must produce his 
preparatiots only under proper conditions and with 
scrupulous faithfulness to required standards of 

quality, and 

Preparations must be labelled and merchandised only 

in a manner free of misrepresentation, misleading 
practices of all kinds and in entire harmony with the 
highest standards of commercial morality and professional 
ethics. 

This provides society with the 
assurance that the manufacturer's systems are designed 
to provide proper personnel, product design, specifica- 
tions and procedures, facilities and equipment, materials, 
security and records. Provision has been made for 
the audit, evaluation, maintenance and revision of 
these systems. 

The key element by which ©. 
administrative control of each lot of product is | 
maintained is the lot numbering system and related 
documentation. This is a system of identifying each 


product lot and includes marking of each distributed 
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1 package so that the manufacturer can establish the 
2 history of the package and its contents, the source of 
3 each ingredient, the records of tests on each ingredient 
4 and on the final product, the identity of the 
5 individuals responsible for each of the steps in the 
6 manufacturing process and the individual who checked eac 
7. key step. Such lot number also relates to records of 
8 the packaging operations and the final audit for the 
9 total number of packages produced . 
10 Manufacturers have a moral a 
11 corporate responsibility to do what they can to assure 
12 that. heir, products: stay, in,lawnul channels... iGueat eltone 
13 must be, devoted.to the selection of reputable. and 
14 ethical, customers. 
15 Security of the manufacturin 
16 and distribution system must be a prime concern, not 
17 just for controlled drugs but for all pharmaceuticals, 
18 especially those with marked effect on the mind. 
19 Parcels and packages need to be subject to inspection 
20 as employees leave the plant. Visitors require 
21 careful screening and should be identified and 
22 escorted while on the premises. 
23 Purchases of controlled drug 


should be monitored and customers asked to explain any 
unusual departures from the norm. Stringent voluntary 
and mandatory controls over manufacturing and 
distribution operations prevent diversion and 
pilferage. Raw materials, in process and finished 
pharmaceuticals should be given every protection 


possible. 
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In the introduction, we 
commented on the research base of our ‘industry. “Our 
expertise deals with the effects of medicinal 
substances on the human body. 

We have made mention of the 
ract*that “all"too Titthe=-scientifrie’research onPthe 
action and effect of non-medical drugs on the human 
body has been conducted. We propose that a meeting 
of representatives from this Commissions's Research 
Staff, the Controlled Drug Division of the Department 
of National Health and Welfare and PMAC's Medical 
section which comprises some fifty physicians engaged 
full “time-on drug-related matters *in*our*inaustry; 
that such a conference be held for the specific 
purposes of revealing needed scientific research 
projects which would provide needed information on such 
non-medicinal substances as marijuana, LSD, etc. 
It would be information that would be of assistance in 
the study of Drug Abuse. From these may well emerge 
projects which PMAC might aid in funding, which could 
be deemed appropriate as p xt of our contribution to 
solving this pressing problem. 

It may be that some of 
these research projects could be carried out through 


the Canadian Foundation for the Advancement of 


Therapeutics, an organization founded by PMAC to encourage 


the development of clinical pharmacology as a 


specialty in Canada. 


In addition, as the Canadian 


member of the International Federation of Pharmaceutica 
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Manufacturers Associations, we have access to informatio 
from multi-national research sources including the 
Phrrmaceutical Manufacturers Associations of the United 
States and the United Kingdom. We would like to put 

at the disposal of this Commission, and any other 
Federal Government researcher, our ability to tap 

the resources of a unique Science Information Service 
made available through the U.S. Pharmaceutical 
Manufacturers Association. This service allows 
analysts to search the computerized version of Index 
Medicus. It is called Medlars. It contains some one 
million articles that have appeared in 2,300 bio-medical 
journals published throughout the world since 1954. 
Approximately 20,000 new articles are indexed each 
month and stored on computer tape and these are 
available for routine searches retrospectively for any 
area of interest that might have bearing on the drug 
abuse problem. PMAC would be happy to make its 
facilities available for access by the government to 
this unique Medlars computer facility. 

Support of Educational Programmes; 

In addition, we will continue 
participating in events such as the International 
Conference on Drug Abuse held in New York City on 
June 2, 1969, attending the United Nations Narcotic 
Commission discussions on Dependence-Producing 
Psychotropic Substances in Geneva. That was my 
personal privilege, sir, to sit for the final week of

And we have underwritten costs 
of publishing the minutes of the Canadian Higher 
Education Conference titled "Drugs, Student Use and 
Abuse", a professional programme of the Canadian 
Student Affairs Association, dois at the beginning 
of November, 1968 at Loyola University of Montreal, 
underwriting costs of publishing the text of the St. 
Francis Xavier University, Antigonish, N.S. Symposium 
on Non-Medical Use of Drugs, February 17, 18, 1970 
and such other activities as seem appropriate in helpin 
chart a course that will lead society out of this 
problem. 

Most young people are gettin 
ea information about drugs from newspapers, from 
students, or friends or other sources and much of this 
information is inaccurate and misleading. PMAC feels 
it is essential for national coordination to be 


established in coping with drug abuse educational 
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activities. We are eager and willing to participate 
and co-operate in such an effort. 

Many programmes dealing with 
drug abuse have sprung up across the country sponsored 
by well-meaning public-spirited groups of citizens. 
Because of the multiplicity of the many regional and 
local activities, we are more or less precluded from 
making any major contribution to these individually. 
Our major support can be through the provision of 
resource material such as our booklets, reading and 
film lists which we keep complete and up to date, 
copies of speeches, and so on. This will assist these 
local groups greatly in providing more factual up-to- 
date material at the local level at which they are 
best equipped to operate. Mr. Chairman, I wouldn't want 
you to misunderstand that PMAC feels the drug problem 
as expressed to you this morning is the problem. We, 
as individuals,of course,feel it is a symptom but we 
do not feel that is within the prerogative of the 
presentation of the Manufacturers Association. 

We feel that one of the 
pressing needs is to provide society with a heightened 
awareness and respect for the potency of the various 
things which they put into their bodies. Our industry h 
a responsibility to provide materials about the proper 
use of medicines to assist in re-establishing respect 
for medicines as products to be used according to 
directions only. To this end, our industry is 
distributing widely a new booklet, "The Medicines Your 


Doctor Prescribes" as a guide for consumers, reminding 
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them that modern medicines can help to keep you well or 
restore you to good health with more certainty, more 
safety, and more actual economy than'’ever before, provide 
you know the facts about them and use them wisely, and 
only when necessary. This pamphlet which we have 
included here does not speak directly on drug abuse, but 
it does provide information which we hope will guard 
against future unintentional abuse of medicines and 

it is, therefore, useful in a long-range educational 
effort. It is being made available through physicians' 
offices, pharmacies, Reader's Digest ads, school health and 
guidance teachers, and drug abuse organizations, 

We are prepared to distribute 
to anyone who contacts us, or that we can reach, copies 
of the attached kit designed to put in the hands of 
people working on the drug abuse problem appropriate 
materials tO assist them in their task. And that briet, 
sir, I believe is included with each of the copies of 
the brief you have to-day. We think the materials are 
appropriate to assist: them 1m their “tdsik. 

Tt is also our Association’ s 
policy to endorse the work of bona fide province-wide 
or nation-wide programmes dealing constructively and 
effectively with the problems of drug abuse and misuse. 
After studying the problem, our Board of Directors feels 
that it is important to recognize the desirability of 
national coordination in the activities of the various 
groups to obtain maximum impact and benefit from the 
resources allocated to coping with this social problem. 


Our individual member companies are participating in the work 
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of many of the local and national groups within their 

Own capability and discretion. For example, the Council 
on Drug Abuse, a pharmaceutical industry project, and 

the Quebec College of Pharmacists, whose activities you alre 
aware of, I am sure. Our member companies are prominent 
in the financial and active support of these organizationis 
and many others, and this work is to be highly ee 
since it will attempt to prepare films, television spots, 
radio spots, and other educational material which will 
portray the truth about abusive use of chemicals and 

other substances. 

We are, as we Said, maintain- 
ing international liaison with other organizations 
through the IFPMA and the associations similar to 
ourselves in other countries of the world and we hope 
that we can get material that might be useful from them 
as well. One that we are aware of is the joint effort 
between the Pharmaceutical Manufacturers Association in 
the United States and the American School Health Asso- 
ciation, where they will be jointly producing a model 
curriculum guide for school use in grades kindergarten 
ees grade XII to teach about the proper and improper 
wee,.of.drugs.,.And £his,.i believe, se not iWetsa 
programme condemning marijuana or any other substances, 
but is aimed at people having a better understanding 
of, as we put it, the chemicals they put into their 
bodies. This national curriculum guide will likely 
have more real value than many a more flamboyant effort, 
and we will be keeping close contact with this develop- 


ment so that any potential benefits from it might be 
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1 made available in Canada as well.

22|| As I mentioned, Mr. Hume is our legal counsel Mr. Hakes 
from the Eli Lilly Company which is the manufacturer of 
barbiturates; Dr. Moriarity is very knowledgeable in 
the area of amphetamines, and Don Harper is the boy 
who has been familiar with the total programme across 
Canada on behalf of our association and with preparation 
of the actual wording. 

MR. STEIN: I wonder if 


perhaps you could indicate whether or not you have 
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concern about the industry's distribution of the minor 
tranquillizers. I notice that you made reference to 
the self-controlling regular type procedures that are 
presently available in relation to barbiturates and 
amphetamines, but there was no reference at all to the 
minor tranquillizers. Have you left them out for some 
particular reason? 

DR. WIGLE: Could you state 
toutheolocationtofethattinithe controL? 

MR.HARPER: We have not 
included the minor tranquillizers in the brief directly 
because they are not controlled substances. They are 
soneauré F drugs and require a prescription. They do 
not need the same amount of controllability, or accountability 
needed to document everything,as extensively as the 
amphetamines and barbiturates. 

THE? CHATRMAN ¢=BUtethey ae 
call presumably for control and you have a section here 
--- excuse me --- I just wanted to see if this was 
correct here. We have assumed, we draw the conclusion 
that the minor tranquillizers have replaced to a 
considerable extent the barbiturates, and they account 
in part for the ‘increased use of tranquillizers and 
may ain Ciimé aceeugnt in "part tor the décreasedMugesoe 
barbiturates. 

MR. HARPER: Our brief deals 
with barbiturates and amphetamines because these are 
the substances that were mostly discussed as abused 
substances beyond medical use. However, we were anxious 


to get direction from your thinking at this point whether 
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we should be looking at the minor tranquillizers, 
internally. We are willing to voluntarily control them 
as we do all of our drugs. Maybe some additional 
control is warranted. But we did not feel at this point 
we were able to make any recommendations until we 
learned some feed-back from your Commission. 

MR, STEIN: Actually my 
question was really directed in that sense to the 
industry’s concern, whether there was in fact a concern 
for more effective control of minor tranquillizers., 

DR. WIGLE: There is a great 
concern, Mr, Chairman, and this is very evident in the 
assistance which the industry has given to the develop- 
ment of the Protocol in Geneva and all of those minor 
tranquillizers are included in that protocol as one of 
the sections of psychotropic substances. And as far as 
the use of them instead of phenobarbital etc. is con- 
cerned, I think this is a very mute point. I was speaking 
with three pharmacologists last week in which I said, 
"Why do we, as physicians, always feel that we are so 
morally superior, if we have gone back to phenobarb 
instead of using one of the modern tranguillizers"? He 
said, "I don't know, it's some kind of a thing we have 
about something new". Actually he felt as a practicing 
clinical pharmacologist that these things would replace 
eventually the barbiturates but that was for side informat ic 

THE CHAIRMAN: I suppose a 
general question which we are very much interested in is 
the relationship between the productive--the production 


and the supply and the licensed outlets in their 
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responsibility if any, for increased consumption. You 
dealt with this, you referred to the extended advertisin 
and the impression I draw from the brief is that you 
feel that the increased consumption of drugs cannot 
contribute toe Llackuoft control andvuthehbamount of 
production. It is stimulated, apart from the user's own 
motivation it is stimulated to a degree by doctor's 
prescriptions and I suppose pharmacists would also be 
involved. 

DR. WIGLE: All of» these 
products are on prescription. 

THE CHAIRMAN: They are all 
On préscription? "So that=it' issveryr importants foreus 
to really satisfy ourselves on what is the responsibilit 
if any, on the production level --- what can be done, 
what influences the amount of production we have or 
consumption. You do advertise --- you estimate that 
if you had produced, you are stuck with production and 
like any manufacturer who is in the business for profit, 
you get rid of your wares, and the estimate.o-- the 
consumption question cannot be so nicely adjusted. You 
just follow behind it. You must make estimates on it, 
you are stuck with it, you have inventory. 

DR. WIGLE: Perhaps Mr. 
Hakes would like to speak on that. 

MR.HAKES: First, I would 
like to say that you hear about say, librium and drugs o 
this kind, and amphetamine; there are many of course 
that never reach this popularity. I think in my 


experience a drug reaches its expended use, increased 
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use because it does a job and because physicians find 

it useful too in their practice. And so the drug that 
does not fall into lead, falls by the wayside and is 
discontinued. I don't think in general there is any 

way with over-production causing use because we are 

Heddy so) tightly. .to accountability for the product --- 

in the controlled drug area. 

We feel that in promotion --- 
if you can call it promotion --- that we have an 
obligation to acquaint physicians with the use of a 
product, and so this is really where we can find our 
contact, advertising to acquaint the physician with the 
use and counter education of some drugs. This does, 
of course,extend the use as they become better acquainte 
with it. I don't feel as a person engaged in the 
industry, how over-production could possibly cause 
Mpsuse. dj think, it-could.din othen countries where-at 
isn’ t.as, tightly .controliled..« I. don't) know, whether: that 
answers your question. 

THE CHAIRMAN: When you are 
speaking of that, you mean to prevent leakage into 
illicit channels? 

MR. HAKES: Yes .sir. 

THE CHAIRMAN: One of the 
things I was interested in, Mr. Hakes,on Page 4, sub- 
paragraph 3 "to aversion of amphetamines and 
barbiturates">+and to 2allicit#@eraffic, the implication 
being that there is some clandestine source for bar- 
biturates. We are not aware of any evidence of that. 


Amphetamines is another thing that we are not aware of 
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any clandestine source --- I may be corrected by the 

staff but my recollection is we do not have evidence 

of clandestine source of barbiturates. 

DR. WIGLE: The statement 
that was here was based on the discussions with the 
people in the Narcotic Control and Controlled Drug 
area who said that they had no evidence that the abused 
barbiturates found on the streets etc. and the amphetamines 
came from legal channels, but Mr. Harper may want to 
supplement that, 

MR. HARPER: There would be 
ones;in our continuing liaison with them’as we have had 
ever since we assisted them in establishing the Controlldd 
Drug regulations, there would be ones that indicated 
to US athet «they-<are mot cfianding our uproducts sin Liew 
traffic unless they have been illegally stolen by 
someone raiding a drug store, and taking the products, 
that much of :»the materiabsthat-they find imezbbicirt 
traffic is from illicit underground laboratories. 

And I have seen some press references to this, and I 
am sorry I don't have them with me. That is one of 
the reasons we suggested maybe testimony by them would 
be appropriate.

use it in your brief. What is the view of the associatio 
on the nature of drug abuse; what is the difference 
between drug use and drug abuse?

it goes down again very rapidly and duly comes up 
again. But have you any explanation for this increase 
from 506,960 kg. to 965, 433 in two years?

we have an explanation for these figures. We obtained 
them from the Narcotic Control Drug people who are the 
repository of them. We have no access to them except 


from them in summary, after the fact. I wondered about 
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1 the same phenomenon when I looked at the data first 
2 and I can only assume it can be related to inventory 
3 adjustment at year end. The stores don't necessarily 
4 have the same stock at the end of one year, depending 
5 on what consumption has been,stocks may be down 
6 and wholesalers and retailers ordering more, and it 
7 may raise the demand in that one period. As a 
8 result,«the only »datapthat. is) significant) to me in 
9 this is the term. If it had been going up then we 
10 could say that there was serious concern about in- 
11 creasing medical use. But the data doesn't show 
12 an upward trend, it shows really: on balance, a pretty 
13 level trend. 
14 MR. CAMPBELL: Another part 
15 of the original table from which this is taken is a 
16 conversion of these amounts to standard doses, and 
17 the conversion for 1969 was that we had available in

3 some 8,000 drug stores in Canada, and just working

When I was taking 
this retrospective study, I was impressed with the 
farben of psycho-active drug ads, but it wasn't part 
of our term of reference at the time. I think it 
would be illuminating for you and for us to do a 
retrospective study of that area. 

MR. CAMPBELL: Have you 
done any analysis of the influence of various types of 
advertising on drug selections by physicians? Have 
you studied the impact of advertisement that appears 


on the page of a journal as opposed to the impact of a 
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brochure contained with a sample, or what the detail 
many says. Is it your impression, for instance that 
your advertising in journals carries a significant 
major impact on the drug culture? 

DR. WIGLE: Just from my 
point--this maybe discussed in other presentations, 
but the last surveys that were done indicated the 
most effective eay of getting a message brought to 
the doctor was through the detail man and it was also 
the most preferred method, and that the medical 
journal ads came second to that. 

MR, CAMPBELL: Well, if the 
medical journal ad comes second--I have looked at a 
lot of these as I have looked at a lot of brochures 
--your brochure or the insert in the package will often 
contain information, counter reactions or dangers of 
the’ ‘drug. It “ls ‘not. frequently ethe 'case: that ryour 
advertisement in a journal contains the same sort of 
information in a journal. 

DR. WIGLE: I beg your pardon, 
sir, but there are two types of ads; one is a 
reminder in which the company is allowed to list the 
name of its product just to semind “the 'doctormthat 
that product is on the market, and we cannot make a 
therapeutic claim in a reminder ad. But if they put in 
an ad that makes a therapeutic claim, they must follow 
our schedule and our code in the advertising and we too 
this up with the Canadian Medical Association-- 


for one journal anyway--and in our own Association 
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100 
we police these ads and if a therapeutic claim is made 
then all information must be on the page. 

MR. CAMPBELL: And those will 
continually appear in your journal type of ads? 

DR. WICLE: Every time. In 
fact we are proud of the fact that we have in the last 
three or four years,through a Committee, policed our 
own members in this regard, and we have never had 
anybody yet who refused to accept the decision of the 
Committee and corrected their ad immediately when it 
was drawn to their attention that they had erred. 

MR STRUNs “En Leoking: ac 
the list of the member companies of your Association, 
it is my impression that quite a number of them would 
also be members of the other organization that you 
referred to that would be involved in the distribution 
of over the counter drugs. Is this a reasonable . 
assumption, that members of your Association would 
also be, in a number of cases, the same pharmaceutical 
companies that would be involved in distribution of . 
over the counter drugs? 

DR. WIGLE: Yes, some of 
our companies are also members of a propriatory 
association and produce medications that are over the 
counter, and usually under a separate division entirely, 
because the inspection situation is entirely different 
and the drug is entirely different and usually under a 
different name.

any impression as to the percentage of members of your 
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Association that would also be involved in the other 


distribution of over the counter drugs--would it be 


half of your Association, a quarter?

But our plants are visited and inspected regularly 
and live up to the Code.

interested in what the brief said about the control -=-= 
the quality control against theft. What measures do 
you take to safeguard against theft, and what measures 
do you have for identifying theft if it occurs? What 
bind. of records === 

MR. HAKES: ‘The plants that 
are active in dealing with controlled drugs re 
regularly inspected by the Food and Drug Directorate. 


They have standards that they require. I don't know 
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1 exactly what these standards are but I do know they

crepancy in our report that would indicate leakage of--~-- 
DR. WIGLE: Mr. Chairman, I think | 
a discussion we had coming down in the car this morning 
was sort of revealing to me although I am sure would nc 
have gotten into the specific areas of the interest 


you just mention right here, but our brief explains to 


you that a manufacturer receives a hundred pounds of 
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something and he has to account for every bit of that 
hundred pounds and keep it for something like two 
years--I found out this morning that when you are 
handling a controlled drug in a properly controlled 
plant, it even gets to the stage where having filled 
the capsules, they sweep the floor and strain the 
Sweepings and find out how much may have been involved 
there in case there is a loss for a period, so I thirk 
all of these are theft controls, really. 

DR. MORIARITY: I think even the 
rejects cannot be destroyed unless the inspectors com 
in and witness the destruction, 

DR. LEHMANN: Well then assuming 
that the control in the large manufacturer's plants 
very good and considering the fact that a good dea! 
being stolen, would you think that these thefts then 
would take place mainly in pharmacies or in doctors 
offices or in both, or have you any idea about it? 

DR. WIGLEs I. don’t think we 
have any evidence but certainly to me the conclusion 
logically would be that it is someplace after it gets 
out of the plant. and the proper channels and after 
that it escapes if it is reaching the streets And 
think there is good reason to believe that there is 
fair amount smuggled into Canada, too--which may still 
be of a guality that would make people say that it came 
from legitimate sources,

You said do we have any 
control on it, no we don't have --- but the Contrei’ 
Drug inspector goes in regularly and checks the 
records in the pharmacy. He monitors the prescription | 
file to see how many prescriptions of what quality 
have been dispensed and he then checks the purchases 


of that store for all excesses. ‘He checks this back 


and there must be a reconciling of resuits Le 
there is a discrepancy it must be accounted for.

of one doctor say, prescribing librium™to get iach of 
people off his back. So they would get these 
prescriptions for librium and cash them at different 
pharmacies. 

MR. HARPER: I understand 
that the brief to this Commission by the Canadian

THE CHAIRMAN: Thank you, 
Mre: Little. 

MRS. TURBITT: We have 
many deep concerns in our area of drug use and misuse. 


Due to lack of time to become more knowledgeable and 


informed and to document our findings we shall hope 
to have the opportunity in the future to bring to 
you our feelings on legislation as it stands on the 
supervision of Drug Manufacturers and other channels 
that appear to be pouring lethal drugs onto the Cana- 
dian Market. We are aware of the drug manufacturers' 
contribution to the Canadian economy but feel they 
also have the responsibility to the Canadian Public 
to protect them in an area where the said public is 
not aware of threats to the health of the nation. 

We have found great discrepancy 
between legal and medical terms that has caused us 
much confusion. We feel the very fact that the law 
does not reflect scientific knowledge weakens such 
laws. 

We would like to urge at this 
time that future Commissions communicate their terms 


of reference and time of hearings at a much earlier 
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date than is the custom at this time. It is felt 
that more in depth briefs and resolutions could be 
prepared and documented if haste were not a governing 
factor. 

This statement has been made 
by Mr. Munro and I will refer to.jit.in.a resolution.

Dr. Yonge,, Mo. Dia. President 
of the Canadian Psychiatric Association,Department of 
Psychiatry ,states that some evidence has been found to 
point to the fact that the use of marijuana may result 
in changes in the chemical processes of the brain. 
Furthermore, more certain knowledge that the use of 
these drugs induce lasting changes in personality 
functioning . 

Dri. Stanley »Yolles,,. Director 
of the National Institute of Mental Health in his 
report to the U. S. Sub Committee on Drug Abuse urged 
that restrictions not be lifted on such drugs as 
marijuana until,medically speaking, cannabis has been 
given a clean bill of health. 

Dr. Joseph Benfarado, 
Assistant Clinical Professor of Medicine and a physician 
at the University of Wisconsin Health Centre, states 


"Because marijuana has potential for producing 
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hallucinations without any other draw back, it must | 


qualify as a dangerous drug." 

From "Marijuana", Enrich

Due to the safety and 
effectiveness of newer drugs, marijuana as a medical 
utility has become invalid. 


At the United Nations 


Commission on Narcotic Drugs in 1963 the French 
Delegation expressed concern over the high rate of 
road accidents which appeared to be attributed to the 
abuse of drugs (particularly cannabis). 


Lt is distressing to observe} 


the evidence that funds for crucial research and 


treatment in many areas of '‘involuntary' disease are 


currently being withheld. At the same time, large 
sums are being and will be allocated for research into 
and treatment of problems created by the 'voluntary' 
non-medical use of drugs. 

Lincoln De Clarke, | MSDs, 
states in "Experimentation Studies of Marijuana", and 
this is a study of the Mayors Act, 1944 in New York -- 
dida atuey on this, and his quote was "Perhaps the 
most scientifically valuable part is findings of 
psychophysical and intellectual tests.

Further it states that legal 
ization of marijuana would create a serious abuse 


problem in the United States. 


If the potency of the drug 
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were legally controlled, predictably there would be 


a market for the more powerful illegal forms. 


That some marijuana users are 
now psychologically dependent, that nearly all users 
become intoxicated, and that more potent forms of 


cannabis could lead to even more serious medical and 


social consequences - these facts argue for the 
retention of legal sanctions," 

Our interest in drug misuse 
are not limited, but today our resolutions deal 
mainly with marijuana as it seems to be the area the 
Government is intending to pass legislation on. We 


feel it imperative for the safety of the Canadian 


people that such a step be withheld until further 
research has been accomplished.

it thought to the extent that we know research is 
being done on a synthetic drug and we don’t have any 
standard set down at this time because nobody has 
set down a standard. If there was a standard, we

In some cases it showed a slight decline. but 
nothing anybody could really complain about. and a lot 
really stayed normal, This is under the influence of 
2 ce, Now they tried the same conditions under the 
influence of 5 ce. and it proved, like they over-dosed, 
which is normal on just about anything you do If you 
overdose, you are going to run into problems. Well. 
with the 2 cc. they didn’t overdose and everybody seemed 
to get along quite well. and the report afterwards» 
which you came up with, in 1945 by the doctor, was a 
complete farce; the whole thing was a compiete farce 
I’ mean there was a whole team of doctors. psychologists, 
sociologists, everything that went in to it to study 
the human body and mind, and they came up with exactly 


the same thing. But when it came to Congress to be 
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voted on everybody sort of looked at it and sneered, and 


it was pushed aside, and there was only one person 

from the American Mental Association that was called 
to stick up for it and everybody else that was to talk 
on it were nothing but veterinarians and people like, 

for example, the person who was a pigeon raiser in the 
United States gave his pigeons marijuana seeds to make 
their feathers grow better and he was worried about --- 


he was worried about the seeds being sterilized 


because maybe their feathers wouldn't grow as well as 
they should.

But the thing is if you find you 
don’t have--read Dr. Jeol Fort. there are a lot 
of people who have written--I don't think you get 
as wide a circulation when you write. let us say, 
something unpopular with the majority of the people, 
The librarians in Hamilton aren't going to bring ina 
study that says “Listen, it's goods go out and do it" 
But I really think that you have this element of--if 
not censorship, a sort of repression where certain 
things will be held back from general knowledge. 
Certainly, our glorious newspapers of the area, they 
take a marvellous editorial stand, really clever. 

MRS. BEATTIE: . Have you read 
the brief prepared by the Ontario Alcohol and Drug 
Addiction Foundation for this Commission? 

THE PUBLIC: I have read 
some of their literature--no. 

MRS. BEATTIE: I would 
advise you to read it as an example of calm, objective. 
scientific, unexcited and unprejudiced, serious work 
on the subject. I respect very much what they have 


written for this Commission and I think that if you 
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i haven't read it, anyone in this room would be ill 

2 prepared to speak on the subject. 

3 THE CHAIRMAN: As a matter of 

4 interest, have they published it--I did not know that 

5 they had published it. 

6 MRS. TURBITT: We were allowed 

7 to read it in the library and to have a small copy of 1 
8 I would just like to say, you say 
9 that we will never convince you that you are wrong, 

10 and I don't think many of us are. We are not asking 

11 you to say you are wrong, we are asking you to search

think it would be logical to have some kind of a hold 
on the law until there are adequate surveys, as there 
is no evidence at the present against the use of 
marijuana. I am not endorsing the use of marijuana 
by any means, I don't endorse the use of any drug, 
but in the light of the number of people who are 
winding up in jail with criminal records and so on, 
t-don't think that there is much point in maintaining 
the law as it presently stands until we do have 
sufficient studies, and that again,is up to the 
Government to ensure that these studies are done. 

DR. LEHMANN: May I ask 
you whether you would be still in favour of legislation 
or legalization, rather, if it could be shown, Lz 
it would would be shown that cannabis is quite a 
dangerous drug? Would you still feel it should be 
legalized? 

THE PUBLIC: «<Iywould have 


very tight controls. As far as I am concerned, you can 


make no drug illegal. If somebody wants it, they 
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are going to get it. no matter what that drug is [ft 
you’ think you couldn't get heroinyndity as. just.a matter 
of if they couldn't get heroin anywhere else, they would 
grow their own poppies and learn how to cure their 

oen opium to get their own heroin. So you are not 

going to be able to stamp out those drugs, and you are

was found out to be highly dangerous, that you woulda 
merely have to have extreme restrictive controls on it 
much as they have on heroin in Britain.

It is has*rational 
faculty, his mind, which‘is his defining characteristic.

Without the rational of his mind, man could never 
have discovered how to feed, or to clothe, or to shelter 
himself. Without the process of thought no man can 
continue to exist. 


There are two basic ways in 


which man can deal with one another, by voluntary consent | 


or by force. Voluntary consent recognizes that since men 
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must think to live, there best and most rational thoughts 


should govern their dealings with their fellows. Force, 


on the other hand, interproses a threat between what a 
man thinks and what he does. Force tells him to do a 
certain thing regardless of what he thinks about it. 

It does not matter whether the thing one forces : man 
tovcdopis in. fact the-rightething, to do, because in 
principal force is based on the premise that man's 
rational thought is simply irrelevant. Force thus 
negates man's basic tool of survival and his very 
nature. It is the considerations of which the above is 
a brief summary which leads me to the conclusion that 
the inii1ation.ofsforee, or.of.fraud,, which: is.a Variant 
ef. force, AS aeees what the reason or alleged "good 
cause",is always morally wrong. The application of

this principal to the question of the non-medical use 


of drugs is that all laws making the possession, use, | 
sale etc. of certain drugs criminal offenses, should be 
repealed. _ The. possession,.use,..sale, etc... of. drugs, should 


‘not be "legalized". To the degree to which such 


activities are strictly voluntary, they are properly 
outside the realm of law. However, it should be 
probably an offense to sell drugs, particularly hard 
drugs, to children, since children are almost by 
definition more easily misled than adults. *Such are-in 
brief, and I emphasize in brief, my thoughts on the 
morality of drug laws. Their immorality is sufficient 
cause for their repeal. As to the practical effects of 


drug laws, the present laws; one, define as criminals 


a large number of people who are not criminals and impose| 
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absurdly severe penalties on them. Two, encourage those 
who are criminals by opening to them an extremely 
lucrative field. Three, promote disrespect for justice 
and law, and the administrators thereof. And four, 
waste the efforts of the administrators and the taxpayer's 
money on drug cases to the neglect of their proper 
funetion, the protection of rights.

To impose force is to make their 
thought --- make their choice of whether it is right 
or wrong irrelevant, and that is to negate, as I said, 
the nature of man.

It doesn't 
matter what the drug is?

I mentioned earlier that fraud is a variant of force, 
and to market --- to use your example, a drug, which is 
claimed to have certain effects, and which in fact has 
other effects which are demonstrably bad, the people 
responsible for --- in this case the marketing of such 
a drug, should be held responsible, and this would fall 


under the category of laws against fraud. 


DR. LEHMANN: | But it is |

against the law to sell thalidomide today although everyone 
knows about it and it could well be put on the label for 
women of child-bearing age and pregnant women, ne is 
dangerous. For others it is not. Would you be in favour 
of making it freely available with such a label? There | 
would be no fraud then. And how would you feel about 
heroin, and would you allow anyone to stop somebody 
from committing suicide? 


MR. WILSON: I would take the | 


last question first. On the question of suicide, I hold 
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that a man's life is his own, If he considers that he 
has reasonable grounds to take his own life. it is his 
to take. Out of loyalty to the principal of the value 
of life. I for one would take such steps as I could 

to prevent it if I were confronted with such a situation 
because I for one am convinced that life is emminently 


worth living. 


DR. LEHMANN: But while interfering 


with what he wants to do it», you might be accused of 


assault. 


MR, WILSON: That is possible. 
If that was the case then I would take the responsibilit 
THE CHAIRMAN: Taking your test 
of the transaction is voluntary. the law presently 
prohibits sellers from combining or conspiring to 


fix the price of a commodity. The combination is a 


voluntary act and no one is obliged to buy the commodity, 


and yet we prohibit the price fixing. Would your 
philosophy of radical capitalism be opposed to that kind 
of involvement? 

MR, WILSON: Absolutely. 

DR, LEHMANN: Would you be 
in favour of the legalization of thalidomide and heroin, 
then? 

MR. WILSON: Yes. Let me add 
one thing. Myself and other friends with whom I have 
spoken at great length have considered numerous aspects 
of what would be--of how a free society would run, 


and I have come to the conclusion that in such a society, 


a society such I envisage, there would be many things 
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which technically people would have a perfect right to 
do, and that the Government would have no business 
forcing them not to do. However, in such a society, I 
quite firmly believe that legislatures would be groups 
of men who are held by the public in high esteem, which 
is not universally the case in the present society, and 
I would be quite sure that if legislatures could pass 
any kind of a resolution they want, and to hear it come 


down from a group of men who are generally considered 


honourable, although they have no right to force people 
not to do a certain thing, théy“consider) it senseless 
or immoral, or wasteful or self-destructive, I think 
that would hold some weight, if the legislatures were 
men held in high esteem. 

THE CHAIRMAN: Are you 
opposed to Government regulations to maintain conditions 
of health, regulations of sewage, regulation of the 
Sanitary conditions, regulation to control communicable 
diseases? 

MR. WILSON: I would treat 
communicable diseases first because that is something 
that I'm not certain on. The others, sewers, roads ---
